My Deab Col. Dick: I have long 
determined to make public the origin 
of the greenback and to tell the world 
that it is one of Dick Taylor’s crea- 
tions. You have always been friendly 
to me, and when troublous times fell 
upon us and my shoulders, though 
broad and willing, were weak and my¬ 
self surrounded by such circumstances 
and such people that 1 knew not whom 
to trust, then I said in my extremity, 
“I will send for Col. Taylor, he will 
know what to do.” 

I think it was in January, 1S62, on 
or about the lGtli, that I did so. You 
came, and I said to you, “What can we 
do?” Said you, “Why! issue treasury 
notes, bearing- no interest, printed on 
the best, banking paper. Issue enough 
to pay off the army expenses and de¬ 
clare it legal tender.” Chase thought 
it a hazardous thing, but we finally ac¬ 
complished it, and gave to the people 
of the republic the greatest blessing 
they ever had—their own paper to pay 
their own debts. 

It is due to you, the father of the 
present greenback, that the public 
should know it, and I take great pleas¬ 
ure in making it known. 

TIow many times have I laughed at 
your telling me plainly that I was too 
lazy to be anything- but a lawyer.

Things look better near the close of 
this week, because it is believed that a 
new loan will be negotiated. There 
was need of relief, since January close 
with the heaviest withdrawals of gold 
from the treasury—$43,46S,108 — the 
hope of a new loan being tlie one thing 
which has lifted prices during the past 
few days. January leaves behind it 
tho lowest average of prices for all 
commodities ever known; for cotton, 
iron and its products, wool and silver, 
the lowest monthly average ever 
known, after which it ran above tho 
minimum, but yet declining rapidly 
toward that point. Industrial opera¬ 
tions have not materially diminished, 
though it lias been a disappointing 
month, because the general revival 
expected lias not come. 

The continuing drift of money to New 
York shows scanty commercial demand 
in the interior, and no improvement 
appears here in commercial loans. In 
short, business is still waiting, and 
finds reason for hesitation in the con¬ 
dition of tlie treasury. 

Iron and steel look less encouraging 
at the east and the demand is disap¬ 
pointing, although prices are not 
weaker. At Pittsburg and the west a 
larger demand appears, particularly 
for wire and wire nails, which do not 
increase in price as yet, while Bes¬ 
semer iron is 25 cents higher, billets a 
little stronger and gray forge 15 cents 
lower. The structural demand is good, 
but prices are a shade lower, and while 
tlie market for bar iron has been un¬ 
usually good prices do not lift. Con¬ 
siderable contracts for cast pipe have 
been taken, or pending, but in the 
aggregate the new business since Jan¬ 
uary 1 has not answered expectations. 

Textile manufacturer s cannot score 
improvement for the week, for, though 
print cloths have advanced a shade, 
the demand for other cotton goods is 
only moderate and prices are unusually 
irregular. 

Failures during the month of Janu¬ 
ary have been less important than 
wore apprehended, the aggregate 
liabilities for twenty-four days have 
been $10,685,060, against $25,811,840 last 
year; only $2,460,193 being of manu¬ 
facturing concerns, against $9,124,562 
last year, $S, 105,267 being the th e lead¬ 
ing concerns, against $14,758,263 last 
year. The heavy decrease, particu¬ 
larly in manufactures, will attract 
attention. Failures in the past week 
have been 354 in the United States, 
against 370 last year, and 32 in Canada, 
against 52 last year. _ 

First Repulse of the Japs. 

Tlie Chinese military and naval 
commanders telegraphed via Cliee Foo 
that tho Japanese fleet advanced, from 
Wei-IIai-Wei in two divisions of nine¬ 
teen ships early in the morning of the 
26th. Their search-lights betrayed 
their presence. The guns of the Chinese 
fleet and shore batteries opened firo 
when the first division was within 1000 
yards of the Chiuese fleet. The fastest 
Chinese warships and torpedo boats 
dashed against the enemy and drove 
them off! after heaving firing. Tho 
first Japanese division sailed to the 
northwest and the second division to 
the south. The Chinese claim that 
they damaged several ships. The 
Japanese made a simultaneous land 
at taelc from Ningliai. This was a sur¬ 
prise, but the Chinese repelled them. 
Tho Chinese lost twenty-seven sailors. 
On the Japanese side more than 300 
were killed or wounded. It is stated 
that several foreigners are assisting

Newspaper Subscribers. 

Inquiries have been made of the law 
division of the postoffice department as 
to the legality of the system sought to 
be enforced by' country newspapers 
regarding the collection of back sub¬ 
scriptions and the taking of the papers 
from the post offices or letting’ - them 
remain there if the subscriptions wero 
unpaid. The assistant attorney-gen¬ 
eral has made a search of tlie statutes 
and decided that there is no federal 
law covering such cases and that news¬ 
paper subscriptions are governed by 
local laws like any other - private 

contract. __ 

Tho Mexican War Clouds Clearing. 

Secretary Gresham Tuesday after¬ 
noon brought together the Mexican 
and Guatemalan ministers at the state 
department as the second practical step 
in a peaceful settlement of the bound¬ 
ary dispute. While the conclusions 
reached at this conference are not made 
public, there remains no doubt in 
official circles that there will he no war 
and that tlie bad feeling between the 
two countries will be promptly dis¬ 
pelled.

PATRIOTISM IN JAIL 


Ringing Words of Patriotism From a 
Victim of Corporate Villainy. 

From the jail at Woodstock, Ill., U. 
V. Debs lias issued the following man¬ 
ifesto to the American people: 

“In joing to jail for participation in 
the late strike we have no apologies to 
make nor regrets to express. We go 
to jail, not like quarry slaves, but sus¬ 
tained by the consciousness that we 
have done our duty. No ignominy at¬ 
taches to us on account of tills sen¬ 
tence. I would not change places with 
Judge Woods, and if it is expected that 
six months or even six years in jail will 
purge me of contempt the punishment 
will fail of its purpose. 

“Candor compels me to character¬ 
ize the whole proceedings as infamous. 
It is not calculated to revive the rap¬ 
idly failing confidence of the Ameri¬ 
can people in tlie federal judiciary. 
There is not a scrap of testimony to 
show that one of us violated any law 
whatever. And if we are guilty of 
conspiracy why are we punished for 
contempt? This question will con¬ 
tinue to be asked with ever-increasing 
emphasis, 

“I would a thousand times rather bo 
accountable for tlie strike than for the 
decision. 

“The ridicule of the press that we 
are ‘posing as martyrs’ will not deceive 
the people. We all have homes and 
loved ones, and none of us is here- by 
choice. Wo simply abide by the arbi¬ 
trary action of the courts. There is a 
higher power yet to he heard from. 
No corporation will influence its decis¬ 
ion. Our cause is that of conscientious 
liberty and we have an abiding faith 
in the American people. We accept 
our lot with becoming patience and 
composure. 

“Wo can afford to wait. 

“So far as I am concerned I feel that 
when all the circumstances are con¬ 
sidered it would only have been dis¬ 
graceful if we had so acquitted our¬ 
selves as to have kept out of jail. Our 
enemies are entitled to all the comfort 
they can extract from our imprison¬ 
ment, and our friends need have no 
concern. 

“Questions of great and grave im¬ 
port are up for decision. Great prin¬ 
ciples involving the liberty of the 
citizen arc at stake. Out of all this 
good will come. There is one funda¬ 
mental, bedrock principle that the 
American people will never suffer to 
he sacrificed. It may be menaced, as 
it now is, but when the high court-, 
‘We, the people,’ have passed final 
judgment its - enthronement will be 
fixed and secure for all time. 

•‘We are by chance the mere instru¬ 
mentalities in the evolutionary pro¬ 
cesses in Operation through which in¬ 
dustrial slavery is to be abolished and 
economic freedom established. Then 
the starry banner will symbolize, as it 
was designed to symbolize, social, po¬ 
litical, religious and economic emanci¬ 
pation from the thraldom of tyranny, 
oppression and degradation.

The few con¬ 
gressmen who have consciences and 
souls are perfectly helpless in the 
clutch of these high handed usurpers.

Tlio Program of tlio Money Lenders' 
Foreign League. 

(New York Recorder.) 

The Carlisle currency bill lias been 
withdrawn, and a substitute has been 
offered in its place which is not sure to 
pass the house, and can not possibly 
pass tlie senate. But the discussion 
of it will not be a waste of time. It 
embodies, crudely, to be sure, and not 
to the satisfaction of the banks, the 
main features of the currency pro¬ 
gram which the national bank lower 
has determined to force upon this 
country if it can. 

Briefly stated, that program is this: 
To substitute a bank note currency, 
to be expanded, contracted and gener¬ 
ally manipulated by the banks, for the 
government's own paper currency, is¬ 
sued in the nation’s name and regu¬ 
lated by the nation’s representatives 
in congress assembled. 

This is the culminating aggression 
of the mighty bank power that has 
been built—just' like that of Great 
Britain-*-on the foundation furnished 
by our immense war debt. 

In 1860 tho whole public debt'was 
but $65,000,000, and in 1S36 it was but 
$37,513. The government's creditors 
prior to the war had but little to do, if 
anything, in shaping its financial pol¬ 
icy. The war eame, and by tho year 
I860 the public debt amounted in round 
numbers to $2,700,000,000. At once the 
national creditors became a powerful 
and influential class. They were the 
first people to discover that our circu¬ 
lating medium and all the government 
issues should be made payable in gold. 

They insisted that the principal and 
the interest of their bonds should be 
paid in gold, and it was done. From 
that hour there lias been a continuous 
fight by the wealthy money lenders, 
mortgage holding classes of our own 
and foreign countries, where our bonds 
and securities have gone, to have all 
bills of credit, both iiublie and private, 
inq.de payable in gold. 

Thus a persistent pressure has been 
exerted by the International Usurers’ 
league to enhance the price of gold coin, 
decrease the volume of our currency, 
and increase the indebtedness of our 
people. 

The Cleveland administration has 
been from the start, and is to-day, the 
political creature and caji’s paw of the 
International Usurers’ league. It was 
in the interest of that combine of 
money lenders that it first discredited 
silver and closed our silver mines, and 
it is in its interest that it is now try¬ 
ing to crowd a bank note inflation bill 
down the throat of congress. The 
ulterior purpose of that bill is to force 
the retirement of all the legal tenders, 
compel other and larger gold bond is¬ 
sues and transfer the entire power of 
issuing money from the people’s con¬ 
gress to the parlors of the banks!

Admitting the crisis, therefore, 
the question arises, whar is a crisis? 
What is it that alarms the money 
power, the usurers, the cabinet and 
the cuckoos? It is simply this— 
the pretended necessity for anoth¬ 
er bond issue ! That is the whole 
nature and extent of the crisis. 
The gold hoarders pretend to be¬ 
come alarmed when they conceive 
the time is ripe. The administra¬ 
tion that permits the treasury to 
be raided at the pleasure of the 
banks also pretends to become 
alarmed. When this happens there 
is your crisis ready made and fresh 
from the hands of Ickelheimer & 
Co., the crisis manufacturers. 

Then when the crisis has been 
worked for all it is worth, when 
public opinion has been played 
upon in the interest of the Wall 
street usurers, another issue of 
bonds is mauide, and the people are 
once more made the victims of the 
process of robbery and plunder 
which is made possible under the 
present administration. When 
Wall street and the cuckoos cry out 
that there is a crisis on hand, the 
people may know that their-inter¬ 
ests are about to be sacrificed to the 
greed and rapacity of the Shyloeks. 

We gather from all the symp¬ 
toms that there is a great pretenso 
of alarm, both in New York and in 
Washington.

Now, we ask the intelligent rea¬ 
der if it is not a little singular that 
the gold raiders should be alarmed 
about the credit of the government? 
They alone have attacked the cred¬ 
it of the government. They alone 
are responsible for the raids on the 
gold reserve. They alone are re¬ 
sponsible for the present condition 
of affairs. Under the circumstan¬ 
ces the people may be justified in 
suspecting the genuineness of the 
alarm which they are manifesting. 

On the other hand why should 
the administration betray any 
alarm? Mr. Cleveland alone is 
responsible for the false and fatal 
interpretation of the law that per¬ 
mits the creditors of the govern¬ 
ment to discriminate against all 
forms of government money except 
gold. Why shopld he or his'ad¬ 
ministration feel alarm pyer a sit¬ 
uation that he has invited and con¬ 
tributed to? Why should the 
banks pretend to feel alarmed over 
a situation that they have created 
and out of which they have reaped 
such tremendous profits? 

It is all rot ami nonsense—a 
sham and a fraud from beginning 
to end. There was a similar crisis 
in February. 1894, when.Mr. Cleve¬ 
land pleased the money power By 
making an unlawful issue of bonds. 
There was a similar crisis in No¬ 
vember, when another unlawful is¬ 
sue was made. The' present crisis 
is no worse and no more alarming 
than its predecessors; and the rem¬ 
edy which the banks and Mr. Cleve- 

it will be 

no more effectual than it was last 
February or last November. The 
only effect of Mr. Cleveland’s poli¬ 
cy is to render bond issues a cer¬ 
tainty. One year ago, when a bond 
issue was talked of. The Consti¬ 
tution pointed out that, 60 far 
from a bond issue being effectual 
in preventing raids on the treasury 
or in maintaining the! credit of the 
government, it would faeiliate the 
raids and thus injure the govern¬ 
ment’s credit! " " ' 

We can understand something of 
the nature of the colossal egotism 
which has enabled Mr. Cleveland to 
believe that his policy is superior 
to that of the democratic party, 
but we are unable to understand 
how he is able to gain his owh con¬ 
sent to continue to sacrifice the in¬ 
terests of the people to the greed 
and avarice of the Wall street usu¬ 
rers and bond syndicates. We 
should think that the most reckless 


courage, the most complete indiffer¬ 
ence, would hesitate, to travel this 
road. An official may have a eon- 
reserve tenl p{ f or his party, for his party’s 
platform and for the welfare of the 
people, but it seems to us that he 
would hesitate before commending 
his.party to destruction and before 
completely outraging the confidence 
which the people have placed in 
him. 

Having set his face firmly against 
the democratic financial policy— 
the policy set forth in the Chicago 
platform and overwhelmingly en¬ 
dorsed by the people—Mr. Cleve¬ 
land has taken upon himself the 
most fearful responsibility that any 
president ever before assumed in 
this country. If he is strong 
enough to destroy his party and to 
trample on its platform pledges 
with impunity, he ought to be 
strong enough to resist the raids 
that are made on the people’s 
treasury by the Wall street usurers 
and Shyloeks. He ought to be 
strong enough to say to this organ¬ 
ized band of public plunderers that 
gold payments in New York are of 
less importance than the prosperi¬ 
ty of the people of the whole coun- 
try. j. 

It is to be feared, however, that 
the president is just strong enough 
and obstinate enough to continue 
to do what he has been doing—pil¬ 
ing up a colossal burden of debt on 
the people whose substance hag al¬ 
ready" been confiscated by the oper¬ 
ations of the single gold standard. 
And all for the purpose of enhanc¬ 
ing the investments of the bond 
forcers and increasing their profits. 

A man with sympathies for the 
people would shut the golden gate 
of the treasury to the exporters 
and throw the responsibility on con¬ 
gress where it belongs. ‘

TJiirty-Secona Day. 

SENATE. —Ten new bills were intro¬ 
duced, and twelve local bills passed. 

S. 259—For the relief of persons 
who have purchased lands from the 
state which lands were bid off for the 
state at tax sale, and from any cause 
were not subject to sale by the state. 
Passed.—Adjourned. 

House. —Resolution were offered by 
Mr. Hearn, populist, requesting the 
governor to send to the house copies of 
all correspondence relating to the em¬ 
ployment of state troops in the counties 
of Jefferson, Bibb and Walkerlast June, 
and a statement of the cost to the state 
of the inauguration of Governor QateS 
and from what fund paid. Referred to 
committee on rules.—Mr. Hearn also 
offered a resolution providing for an ap¬ 
pointment of a committee of three from 
the house and two from the senate to 
consolidate ail the election bills now 
before the house, the committee to 
consist of three democrats and two 
populist. Referred to the committee 
on rules, ayes, 47; nays, 28. 

A resolution by Mr. Robinson, pro¬ 
viding for a special committee of three 
to examine and report whether addi¬ 
tional clerical help is needed in the 
office of superintendent of education, 
was agreed to.—Several other resolu¬ 
tions and petitions of only local inter¬ 
est or little importance were presented.

THE SENATE. 

Teitp.y-Nintii Day. —The reading ot 
yesterday’s journal was dispensed w.th 
An agreement was reached luat the 
bankruptcy bill should have the right 
of way until disposed of. 

Mr. Allen (Pop.) of Nebraska, pre¬ 
sented a resolution aulhoriziug the 
secretary of the treasury to exercise 
his discretion in redeeming all forms 
of paper currency in silver as often as 
he is convinced that a systematic effort 
is being made to deplete the gold re¬ 
serve and force an issue of bonds. The 
resolution went over under rules. 

The Hawaiian matter was resumed 
aud after speeches by Mr. Lodge of 
Masaschusctts and Frye of Maine, 
defending . New England against a 
charge of being interested in Hawaiian 
bonds, the following resolution, offered 
by Mr. Vest as a substitue amendment 
to the Allen resolution favoring an¬ 
nexation, was adopted : 

Resolved, That while the people ot 
the United States earnestly sympathize 
with the effort to establish republican 
institutions wherever that effort is 
made, they reaffirm the policy of abso¬ 
lute non-interfdeuce, unless by agree¬ 
ment, with the affairs of other nations, 
aud recognize to the fullest extent the 
right of every people to adopt and 
maintain their own form of govern, 
ment, unawed and uninfluenced by 
foreign dictation. That the adminis¬ 
tration of President Cleveland in main¬ 
taining this policy as to our foreign 
relations deserves the approval and 
support of the American people. 

The vote was as follows : Yeas—

Butler, Call, Cockrell, George, Gibson, 
Gray, Harris, Hunton, Irby, Jones o)

A party vote except that Mr. Petti 
grew, of South Dakota, republican 
voted with the democrats, this pre¬ 
venting a tie. At 3 o’clock the senate 
heard eulogies on the late Represents 
tivo Charles O’Neill and as a furthw 
mark of respect adjourned. 

Fortieth Day—A message from the 
president on the financial situation 
was read and referred to the committee 
on finance. — The house bill passed 
July 6, 1894, to disapprove the treaty 
made with the Ute Indians to be re¬ 
moved to Utah, was taken up, amended 
and passed. — Tho bankruptcy bill, 
which had been displaced, was again 
taken up and made the unfinished 
business for to-morrow.—The senate 
then held a brief executive session and 
adjourned. \ 

Forty-Fiest Day.— Several resolu¬ 
tions were offered and referred, all of 
them relating to finance. — Amend¬ 
ments to the pooling bill, which Mr. 
Butler said he would call up to-morrow, 
were suggested by Mr. Chandler.—The 
bankruptcy hill was discussed two 
hours.—The commercial traveler’s bilk 
which allows the issue of 5,0dk miles 
tickets, was passed.—Adjourned, 


Forty-Third Day.— A resolution by 
Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, as to 
why the United States treasurer does 
not, in the exercise of his legal discre¬ 
tion, redeem United States notes with 
silver coin, was taken up and, after 
some time spent in discussion, went 
over until to-morrow.—Tho District of 
Columbia appropriation bill was 
brought up and led to a discussion of 
the financial situation, which was in¬ 
terrupted by a suggestion from Mr. 
Hill of the propriety of having the 
information from the treasurer called 
for by his resolution and that of Mr. 
Allison. The resolution offered by 
Mr. Hill directs the secretary of the 
treasury to inform the senate whether 
it is necessary or desirable that legis¬ 
lation should be adopted authorizing 
the issuance of bonds, treasury notes 
or other securities to realize money 
for the purpose of paying the current 
deficiencies in the revenue, and if so, 
to state the nature and substantial 
details of such legislation. The reso¬ 
lution was agreed to. Mr. Allison’s 
resolution directs the secretary of the 
treasury to inform the senate what 
portion of the reserve of gold of 8100,- 
000,000 in the treasury on January 1, 
1893 has been used for current ex¬ 
penses ; how much of the fund realized 
from the recent sale of bonds has been 
used, and the requisite to replace the 
money so used. To this resolution Mr. 
Gorman offered an amendment direct¬ 
ing the secretary of the treasury to 
report to the senate the actual avail¬ 
able cash balance in the treasury 
applicable to current expenditures of 
the government on January 1, 1894, to 
the 31st of December, 1894; all pay¬ 
ments made from the treasury between 
the said dates; the balance of cash in 
the treasury the 31st of December, 
1894, available for the current expenses 
of the government, but not including 
the gold reserve fund; the actual 
amount of gold in the treasury on Jan¬ 
uary 1 and the 1st of July, 1894, and 
the actual balance of gold on the 31st 
of December, 1894, and finally to mako 
a detailed statement showing the ap¬ 
propriations that have not been used 
since the 1st of July, 1893, and the 
amount due to the sinking fund on tho 
31st day of. December, 1894. This 
amendment was agreed to and Mr. 
Allison’s resolution, as amended, w T as 
also agreed to, and the senate, on mo¬ 
tion of Mr. Gorman, at 5:10 p. m., ad¬ 
journed. 

FortyFourth Day. —The financial 
situation was again discussed to-day.— 
Mr. Allen presented what he called the 
“credentials of Warren S. Reese as 
senator-elect from the state of Ala¬ 
bama,” and asked that they be placed 
on file. The vice-president—“They 
will be placed on file.” Mr. Allen—“I 
ask that they bo read.” Tho paper 
was read as follows :

This is to certify that on the 28th 
day of November, in tne year of our 
Lord 1894, Warren S. Reese was duly 
elected by the legislature of Alabama 
n senator to represent said state in the 
senate of the United States for the 
term of six years, commencing the 4th 
day of March, 1895. 

Witness, his excellency, our govern¬ 
or, R. F. Kolb. 

And our seal herewith affixed at 
Montgomery, Ala., this 8th day oi 
December, 1894.

During the colloquy which followed 
it transpired that the document had 
no seal upon it, although it purports 
to have one. It was laid on the table 
for the present upon the request of 
Mr. Allen, who proposes to address 
the senate on the subject next week.— 
The conference report on the army 
appropriation bill was agreed to.—The 
president’s veto of the hill for a rail¬ 
road right of way across the Gila 
reservation, was read and referred, 
with a bill prepared by Mr. Stewart to 
avoid tlie president’s objections, to the, 
committee on Indian affairs.—Ad¬ 
journed. 

THE HOUSE. 

Thirty-Ninth Day. —Bills were pass 
ed granting rights of way through the 
Indian and Oklahoma Territories to 
the Gainesville, McAllister and St 
Louis railroad company, (for twe 
branch lines), and to the Oklahom: 
Central railroad company, Cud to es¬ 
tablish special rules for the navigation 
of harbors and rivers. The sonate^vas 
requested to return the Indian appro 
priation bill, that certain clerical 
errors might be corrected. 

The bill to repeal ttoe provision oi 
the tariff act imposing a duty of 1-10 
of a cent a pound on sugar imported 
from countries which pay an export 
bounty, was taken up. Sir. Wilson of 
West Virginia, spoke in favor of the 
bill. Meyer and Price of Louisiana, 
advocated an amendment increasing 
the duty on raw sugar from 40 to 50 
per cent ad valorem. Mr. Payne, re¬ 
publican, of New York, opposed the 
bill. Warren of New York, democrat, 
closed the debate for the day in favor 
of the repeal, the bill went over and 
the house adjourned. 

Fortieth Day.— The president’s mes¬ 
sage on the financial situation was 
read and referred to the committee of 
the whole.—Mr. Springer presented his 
new bill to revise the. currency and 
banking systems. Referred to com¬ 
mittee on banking and currency.—The 
Nicaraguan canal bill was received 
from the senate and referred to the 
committee on commerce.—The discus¬ 
sion on the bill to repeal the 1-10 of a 
cent a pound on sugar imported from 
export bounty paying countries was 
continued. No vote was reached.— 
Two or three private bills were passed 
and the house adjourned. 

Forty-First Day. —By the decisive 
vote of 239 to 31 the house this after¬ 
noon, at the close of an interesting 
session, passed the bill repealing tho 
differential duty of 1-10 of a cent a 
pound imposed in the tariff on sugars 
imported from countries paying an ex¬ 
port bounty on that article. Tho rep¬ 
resentatives voting against the passage 
of the bill were :

Forty-Second Day. — After a long 
time spent in a hot wrangle over a 
report from the committee on rules 
fixing Saturday 4:30 p. m., for a vole 
on the Reilly Pacific railroad hill, the 
report was agreed to. The house then 
took up the bill in committee of the 
whole and exhausted in discussion the 
time allotted to it for the day.—A bill 
was passed authorizing the chief officer 
of any state penitentiary or jail, to 
open the mail of a prisoner when he 
has reason to believe tho correspon¬ 
dence derogatory to the prison dis¬ 
cipline.—Mr. Hatch reported the agri¬ 
cultural appropriation bill for the 
year ending June 30, 1895. It was put 
on the calendar.—Adjourned. 

Forty-Fourth Day. — A resolution 
by Mi-. Hitt, republican, of Illinois, 
asking information as to the connec¬ 
tion of Brittish subjects with the 
recent attempted revolution in Hawaii, 
was adopted,—Some personal and local 
bills were passed and a concurrent 
resolution providing for a joint com¬ 
mittee of fifteen to arrange a program 
for the dedication of the fhiekamauga 
national park. — The Reilly bill for 
refunding the debts of the Pacific rail¬ 
road was further discussed. — A cur¬ 
rency bill was reported by Mr. Springar 
from the committee on banking and 
currency. The report accompanying 
the measure is supplemented by a copy 
of the president’s message, which was 
read to both houses of congress on the 
28th ultimo. The report states that 
the message sets forth clearly and 
forcibly the reasons for the passage of 
the bill. “The committee,” it contin¬ 
ues, “could add nothing in facts or 
argument which would better portray 
the existing condition of our financial 
affairs or more clearly demonstrate 
the necesity for prompt and patriotic 
action on the part of congress in order 
to secure the needed relief.” The re¬ 
port then summarizes the different 
amendments agreed upon by tho com¬ 
mittee, and concludes as follows-.; “The 
extraordinary condition, to which the 
president has referred in his message, 
and the necessity for immediate action, 
in view of the early adjournment of 
this congress, have constrained your 
committee to concur in reporting the 
bill, with the proposed amendments, 
to the house for its consideration, each 
member reserving to himself the right 
to file his separate views thereon and 
have them printed with the report of 
the committee, and vote on the pro¬ 
posed amendments which may he 
offered in the house and on the final 
passage of the hill as he may deter¬ 
mine.”—At 5 o’clock the house took a 
recess until 8 o’clock, the evening ses¬ 
sion to he devoted to the consideration 
of private pension bills.

Tbe anarchist who 
attempted to take the life of the French 
Premier (M. Jules Ferry) in 18S3 was 
only 18, and Albert Young, who threat¬ 
ened the life of the Queen In 1SS2, was 
only 17 years of age.

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THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


A MOST STUPENDOUS FRAUD 
AND SWINDLE.

Deep at the Fount of Liberty to

The interest bearing public debt is 
l burden which never ought to have 
been .imposed upon the nation.

There was never a dry day, after the 
passage of the first legal tender act, 
but what the government was in pos¬ 
session of all the money it needed, of 
its own creation without borrowing a 
dollar or selling a bond. 

The only object of the bond was to 
enable the money sharks again to get 
control of the money of the country, 
which they never could do without the 
bond. The government established 
the fact that it could meet all its obli¬ 
gations, purchase all its supplies and 
defray every expense by its own legal 
tender; and if so, what what was the 
necessity of borrowing? 

You answer that the bonds were 
necessary to absorb the excess, oc¬ 
casioned by the extraordinary demands 
of war. 

I deny that there was an excess. Let 
only him dare assert it who had more 
than he had use for. 

Even if there was an excess, the 
bonds did not diminish it. The excess 
has only been transferred from the 
pockets of laborers and wealth pro¬ 
ducers to those of usurers, importers 
and international dealers. 

Every bond is used as money. They 
are used by English capitalists to buy 
American cotton and bread stuffs, and 
by American dealers to purchase im¬ 
ports. 

Just in the proportion as the people’s 
money has been contracted, that of the 
money king has been inflated. 

That their inflated paper bond 
money may be current all over the 
world, they require it to draw interest, 
and that they may be relieved of the 
burden of such interest they compel 
labor and its producers to pay all the 
taxes. 

The difference to the people of 
America between the greenbacks be¬ 
fore they were converted into bonds 
and the bonds, is as follows: 

The fifteen hundred million dollars 
of greenbacks earned their owners 
nothing while lying idle. 

In bonds they earn their owners fully 
as much, while resting in their safes. 
The people and taxpayers got tired of 
this. If they are to be taxed to sup¬ 
port the government they claim the 
benefits of the government and taxa¬ 
tion. When bonds are given for the 
loan of money, and that money circu¬ 
lated among the people, they can afford 
to bear the burdens of the debt; but 
when such bonds are given, to absord 
and destroy the people’s money, thus 
creating new burdens, by destroying 
the very means necessary to bear 
those already existing, the sufferers 
will refuse to submit to the outrage. 
It matters not what the result might 
be, the American people have drank 
too deep at the fount of liberty, to 
submit to be enslaved by bond fraud 
schemes of Europe.—Labor and Fi¬ 
nance Revolution.

A list of the debts is an interesting 
ttudy. 

First,as near as the facts can be ascer¬ 
tained the total open accounts of mer¬ 
chants, manufacturers, etc., amount 
io &U, 000 , 000,000 in round numbers. 


By the census of 1890 and Poor’s 
manual for 1892, the indebtedness of 
the United States ivas reported as fol¬ 
lows: 

'National, $891,900,104. 

State and municipal, $135,210,543. 

Railway bonds in 1893, $5,463,011,- 
004. 

Farm and home debts, $3,500,000,- 

000 . 

Mortgages on realty, street railways, 
manufactories and other like business 
enterprises, $5,350,000,000. 

National bank loans, $2,153,709,805. 

Loans by state, savings and private 
banks and trust companies, $3,251,764,- 
293. 

Total indebtedness, $30,740,315,848, 
on which the productive labor of the 
country is paying annually an interest 
charge of $1,851,778,951. 

Every dollar of debt, whatever its 
character, is a mortgage on labor until 
paid. Plunging cities into debt is folly 
and crime. If our people were out of 
debt they would be prosperous; in debt 
deeply, as they notv are, prosperity is 
out of the question. 

Upon this showing any state, city or 
county in the nation that succeeds in 
“driving out capital” is doing itself a 
kindness. The interest account is as 
large as the producers of this nation 
can stand.—Denver Road. 


Restore to the People Their Vested Rights. 

All men are declared to be free, 
equal and independent, and have in¬ 
herent and inalienable rights; among 
these are life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. To secure these rights 
and the protection of property, gov¬ 
ernments are instituted among men, 
deriving their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. This doc¬ 
trine is in the constitutions of the 
states, but for some reason was not 
placed in the constitution of the United 
States as above worded. But it is in 
the Declaration of Independence, and 
that has always been considered the 
fundamental law of all American gov¬ 
ernment, and as such can not be treated 
lightly. The fundamental theory of 
government for the people is the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence. Under all 
constitutions the people are required 
to delegate their vested rights to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness, 
and a consent to be goverened, to an 
agent called a representative. These 
two principles are inconsistent with a 
heory of self government. Reasons: 
The powers to use the vested rights to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi¬ 
ness and the consent to be"governed 
are not such powers as are embraced 
in any correct principles of agency, for 
this reason: The use of those powers 
properly involve a process of individual 
study, reasoning, education, judgment. 
It was intended that the individual 
should have a direct voice in his gov¬ 
ernment, and his consent should be ob 
tained as to the government of all 
This being true, the government 
for all would be the majority 
judgment of all as to the laws. 
A delegation of the use of those powers 
deprives the citizen of all incentive to 
take personal interest in his govern¬ 
ment. This takes away the desire to 
know on what principles his govern¬ 
ment is running. The result is, the 
agent has the natural opportunity to 
create all monopolized by classes and 
they have gobbled up the citizen's 
rights, his means of support—the free 
avenues of labor—and by class legisla¬ 
tion the governing classes are running 
our government with a high hand 
against the interests of the masses. 
Bodies of free men are always opposed 
to class legislation. That’s one reason 
why bodies ought to pass directly upon 
the laws that shall govern them. They 
would refuse to indorse “class doc¬ 
trines,” but would indorse the doctrine 
of “the greater good to the greater 
number.” 

The state of Illinois has a popula¬ 
tion of nearly 4,000,000. The legisla¬ 
tion is done by 204 agents. It’s vote is 
more than a million. The vested rights 
of 1,000,000 men are placed at the ab¬ 
solute disposal of 204 agents with no 
instructions whatever. The educa¬ 
tional features of the ballot box,which 
should be always foremost in the 
midst of a free people, are entirely eli¬ 
minated from the principles of self 
government. It well may be the sub¬ 
ject of careful investigation whether 
the ruthless power of the constitutions 
compelling the citizen to delegate his 
vested right to consent to his form of 
government and to protect his right to 
life and liberty is not the fundamental 
cause of the conditions of the country 
to-day.—Lucius O. Wilson, Gano, Ill.

CONGRESSMAN SIBLEY ROASTS 
THE GENIUS OF HOG ISLAND. 


How Cleveland Accomplished the Death 
of Silver—Bought Votes With Patron¬ 
age—Bland Scores Treacherous Demo¬ 
crats—Carlisle Bill a Fraud. 


Washington dispatch: This was 
the last day of the general debate 
on the currency bill in the house, and 
the opponents of the measure had their 
innings. All the speakers, except 
Representative Cox of Tennessee, an¬ 
tagonized the bill. The feature of the 
day was the speech of Mr. Sibley, 
democrat of Pennsylvania, who made 
an attack on the President and ar¬ 
raigned the democratic party generally 
for drifting away from its traditional 
moorings. His speech created much 
confusion and a good deal of a sensa¬ 
tion. Mr. Tom Johnson 'of Ohio also 
created a stir by affirming the proposi¬ 
tion that the bill either created a 
monopoly to issue the legal tender 
money of the country, or was a failure 
which would give dishonest hankers 
under the law opportunity to defraud 
the government. Mr. Bland of Mis¬ 
souri made an earnest speech against 
the hill from the standpoint of free 
silver. The other speakers were: 
Messrs. Beltzhoover, democrat of 
Pennsylvania; W. A. Stone, republican 
of Pennsylvania; Morse, republican of 
Massachusetts, and Coffeen, democrat 
of Wyoming. 

Members flocked around Mr. Sibley, 
democrat of Pennsylvania, when he 
began a characteristic address against 
the hill. He was applauded when he 
said: 

“If ever a rebuke was needed to one 
who has attempted to trample down 
the prerogatives of the people, it is 
needed for him who has attempted to 
usurp this entire government to him¬ 
self. The time has come when there 
should be something more than belly 
and brass to this government.” 

He referred to George III and said 
that it had been given out that any 
one who voted against his bill would 
incur the displeasure of the king. Four 
days after the repeal of the Sherman 
act members had told him that they 
had been promised revenue collector- 
ships if they would vote for repeal. 

“The gentleman makes a very broad 
assertion,” interrupted Mr. Coombs, 
and asked Mr. Sibley to mention 
names. 

“I went three days ago to a member 
and asked him to allow me the privi¬ 
lege of calling him up here,” replied 
Mr. Sibley. 

“He said, ‘Mr. Sibley, you will place 
me in a bad position with my constitu¬ 
ents,’ but,” continued Mr. Sibley, 
“within ten feet of me sits a man who 
heard him make the statement that he 
had been offered federal offices for his 
vote.” 

“Do you consider it fair,” asked Mr. 
Coombs, with a perceptible tremor in his 
voice, “to make so grave a charge 
against the administration and not 
give names and places in order to per¬ 
mit a defense!” 

“Every man is the guardian of his 
own conscience,” declared Mr. Sibley. 

‘ Already the padlocks have been on 
my lips too long, and I intend to throw 
them off.” 

“When were the padlocks put on 
your lips?” interjected Mr. Outh- 
waite. 

There was great confusion and ex¬ 
citement following the question. 

“I have Dot thrown them off be¬ 
fore,” continued Mr. Sibley, “because 
I hoped to see the administration re¬ 
deem its promises, and I did not wish 
to utter a rebuke when there was hope 
of honest performance.” 

Mr. Outhwaite had pushed forward 
and again uttered the question, “AVho 
put the padlock on your lips?” 


Mr. Sibley hesitated for a moment 
and then, with intense earnestness, 
said: “Let me tell the gentleman that 
I am not talking to-day to men who 
believe in going to hell in a hand car 
instead of to heaven, supported by 
truth. Let me tell him also that I am 
not addressing men who believe more 
in a bob-tail flush than a contrite 
heart.” 

A shout of applause and laughter 
greeted the statement. Mr. Sibley 
proceeded to relate the experience of 
Dyonizius, when he was again inter¬ 
rupted by Mr. Outhwaite. 

“Was it Dyonizius who put the pad¬ 
lock on your lips?” 

Mr. Sibley made no answer and pro¬ 
ceeded to address himself to the details 
of the pending bill. Mr. Sibley was 
frequently interrupted by questions, 
and when he demurred from answer¬ 
ing because he had not been given no¬ 
tice, he said, that his time would not 
be extended, although, “not a man 
spoke in favoFbf the gold trust of the 
world who was not given unlimited 
time.” 

Mr. Pence asked that he be permit¬ 
ted to finish, but Mr. Outhwaite ob¬ 
jected. 

“We saw our distinguished executive 
after the election of 1892,” Mr. Sibley 
continued, “hie himself awayjfor rec- 
eation. Where on earth did he go? 
To the classic shores of Hog island? 
The Bible says that when theyjare set 
at liberty each man will go to his own 
place. AVhere did he go? To Buz¬ 
zard’s Bay, and ever since the old ship 
of state has been humping her nose 
into Hog island and foundering in the 
waters of Buzzard's Bay with prosper¬ 
ity but a cable’s length away.” 

“There was a panic being precipitated 
by the vultures of the banks,” Mr. Sib¬ 
ley shouted, “besides which the last 
panic was a gentle zephyr to a 
shrieking cyclone. He had figures 
which he had prepared last 
June which at the solicita¬ 
tion of friends he had re¬ 
frained from using, showing that the 
banks and trust companies could not 
pay 80 cents on the dollar. The ad¬ 
ministration had so carried out the 
democratic declaration that parity of 
all kinds of money should be main¬ 
tained, that all other kinds hut gold 
had become mere promissory notes for 
payment in gold. 

Speaking of his democratic princi¬ 
ples Mr. Sibley said that if he got into 
what he supposed was a mahogany 
wagon and found it was veneered 
basswood being driven over a rocky 
road by an experienced driver he 
would jump out and would not care 
much where he landed. 

He drew a picturesque sketch of dem¬ 
ocrats sitting around banquet halls to¬ 
night worshipping at the shrine of 
Andrew Jackson and talking theories 
as different from his as the throne of 
hades is from the fruit of the tree of 
life, and if Andrew Japkson’s spirit 
were to appear it would, he concluded, 
kick over the table and banish those 
apostates in disgust. 

Mr. Cox of Tennessee followed with 
a careful argument in favor of the bill. 
He pointed out the many evils of the 
present system and explained at length 
his view of the results of the Carlisle 
plan if put into operation. 

Mr. Stone did not believe the pend¬ 
ing bill would relieve the treasury. 

Mr. Johnson, of Ohio, followed Mr. 
Sibley’s lead with a caustic speech in 
opposition to the measure. At the out¬ 
set he said he thought he owed an apol¬ 
ogy to the house for speaking against 
a bill which was as dead as this was. 
However, Mr. Johnson explained why 
he believed the bill, if it could be en¬ 
acted into law, would prone a mon- 
struous failure. He denied that the 
bill designed to take the government 
out of the banking business and as¬ 
serted that no bill could be devised for 
sound currency issues which would not 
place them under government super¬ 
vision and in effect make them alter¬ 


nately redeemable by the government. 
It was the office of the government to 
furnish money. This bill proposed to 
confer on banks, without limit, a right 
that could only be conferred on a 
monopoly. 

It gave them a monopoly or it was a 
failure. He attempted to demonstrate 
that the bill would confer the same 
monopoly on the banks that the bank 
of England and the bank of France 
had. This was true because the green¬ 
backs and treasury notes on which cir¬ 
culation could he taken out were 
limited in number. There were but 
$475,000,000 of these notes. When they 
were deposited for circulation the 
monopoly would be completed. 

Mr. Johnson sketched a scheme by 
which a dishonest man, entirely with¬ 
in the terms of this bill, could make 
$52,500 in two weeks by starting a 
bank. 

“Could not that be done under the 
present law?” asked Mr. Springer. 

“No. sir,” replied Mr. Johnson, “be¬ 
cause he must deposit $114,000 worth of 
bonds to get $90,000 in circulation.” 

"Could not the Canadian banks per¬ 
petrate the same frauds?” asked Mr. 
Springer returning to the assault. 

“No,” replied Mr. Johnson, “because 
the Canadian system is a government 
monopoly. ” 

Mr. Morse made a brief speech in 
opposition to the bill and then Mr. 
Bland, the leader of the silver demo¬ 
crats of the house, took up his cudgel 
against it. He spoke with great feel¬ 
ing. 

This bill, be declared, was an at¬ 
tempt to temporize with a great issue. 
He called attention to the democratic 
platform of 1892, the pledge to settle 
this financial question on the lines of 
bimetallism. Step by step he traced 
the course of those, who he alleged, 
were carrying out a conspiracy—first, 
the repeal of the silver purchase law 
and the consummation of their plans. 
Mr. Bland predicted if this bill be. 
come a law that the greenbacks 
would disappear, and to se¬ 
cure the gold standard silver 
would be entirely eliminated. In 
conclusion, Mr. Bland protested against 
the bill in the name of outraged democ¬ 
racy. 

“Neither this house or this adminis¬ 
tration is the democratic party,” said 
ho, “and I appeal to the masses of 
democracy to reorganize on the lines 
of the principles of Jefferson and Jack- 
son.” (Applause.)

The news columns of our exchanges 
are filled with daily chapters of crime.

When a government deliberately cre¬ 
ates a period of hard times it is 
natural, though deplorable, that law¬ 
lessness and crime should follow. 

Almost anything is better than such 
a state of affairs. A foreign war an 
inflated currency, fiat money—anything 
that will revive trade and industry 
and give the people plenty of work at 
good wages would be preferable to the 
stupid and cruelly oppressive policy 
which is rapidly turning this country 
into a land of disorder and violence. 

But while this carnival of distruetion 
is growing on our rulers and lawmak¬ 
ers waste their time at cross purposes.

Plans of relief are proposed only to 
pave the way for other plans, and 
nothing is done. The governing 
classes are asking for a larger army— 
more solders and more bayonets—more 
private detectives—more sentry boxes 
before the white house, hut have lost 
sight of the people. Our statesmen 
dine with Shylock, pocket their share 
of the dividends which he has put 
them in the way of making, and then 
they solemly declare that our troubles 
are all due to the fact that there is too 
much money in circulation! 

Under a reign of conniption and folly 
how can we expect anything else but 
poverty and crime? On with the 
dance—after that the deluge!

A Page from History, Showing That It 
Would Require a Shovelful to "Buy a 
Jackass on the Basis of “intrinsic'' 
Value. 


ITom Watson's Paper.] 

On the last page of the first volume 
of his “Conquest of Peru,” Mr. Pres¬ 
cott, the historian, tells us that when 
Pizarro and his victorious companions 
came to a division of the gold and sil¬ 
ver they had stript from shrine, tem¬ 
ple, and palace, the quantity was so 
great that the relations of commodi¬ 
ties in the markets were very seriously 
disturbed. The price of gold and sil¬ 
ver went down and the price of other 
things went up. That is, it required 
a larger amount of silver and gold to 
purchase other products. 

The historian says: 

“A quire of paper was' sold for ten 
pesos de oro.” 

Apesosdeoro, as Mr. Prescott ex¬ 
plains on page 454, was equal to $11.67 
of our money. 

Therefore the quire of paper ex¬ 
changed for $116.70 in gold. 

Mr. Prescott further says: 

“A bottle of wine sold for sixty 
pesos de oro; a sword for forty or fifty; 
a cloak for a hundred, and sometimes 
more; a pair of shoes cost thirty or 
forty pesos de oro, and a good horse 
could not be had for less than twenty- 
five hundred.” 

Turning these prices into their equiv¬ 
alents in our money, we have the fol¬ 
lowing interesting table of values, in 
Peru, in the year of our Lord 1533: 


A bottle of wine.$ 700.20 

A sword. 466.80 

A cloak. 1,167.00 

A pair of shoes. 350.10 

A horse. 39,175.00 


All payable in gold or silver. 

The people of Peru had no knowl¬ 
edge of money. They had no paper or 
coin currency. Barter and exchange 
was their only mercantile device. One 
commodity had to swap for another on 
its merits—those merits being deter¬ 
mined by usefulness, and supply and 
demand. 

Those among us who object to the 
issue of legal tender notes by the gov¬ 
ernment never tire of reminding us of 
the paper money of the dead confeder¬ 
acy—forgetting that the land has been 
flooded time and again by the worth¬ 
less paper of dead banks. 

Yet there is in Mr. Prescott’s brill¬ 
iant narrative abundant proof that if 
you will take away from "gold and sil¬ 
ver the special favors given them by 
statute law, they will do just what 
confederate money did—sink to a com¬ 
modity basis. 

When a horse brings $25,000 in gold, 
we get a very instructive lesson itt th« 
science of “intrinsic values.” 

When a pair of shoes command $350 
in gold, even .a Wall street democrat 
ought to he able to see that gold, 
when left to shift for itself, is at the 
mercy of the currents of commerce 
just as other commodities would be 
under a natural system. 

There are few products of the earth 
which have less “intrinsic value” than 
gold. You can’t even make money out 
of it without hardening it with other 
metals. 

Repeal our absurd and monopolistic 
currency laws, and gold would shrink 
away from the approval of mankind, 
as compared to iron, and copper and 
coal. 

The human family has no want to 
which gold is indispensable. We can 
eat, drink, cloth ourselves and house 
ourselves, and we can develop mind, 
body and soul to the utmost limits 
without the aid of gold. Put the race 
down to its legitimate wants, its 
healthy aspirations, its noblest pur¬ 
poses, and gold would absolutely cut 
no figure in the lofty civilization, 
which would follow. 

It is only when a nation is growing 
corrupt that the mad craze for wealth 
breaks down all natural laws, and 
legislation is prostituted to the ambi¬ 
tion of those who seek to plunder in¬ 
dustry of its legitimate returns through 
the secure method of financial manipu¬ 
lations. 

In any country where a paltry 
piece of useless yellow metal com¬ 
mands three bushels of wheat, in 
whose precious grains is stored the in¬ 
dustry of the men who produced it 
and the blessings of life and health 
and strength to the men who must 
have it, or perish, we need no philoso¬ 
pher to tell us that our laws have been 
tampered with by rascals who have 
given to gold an advantage which 
God’s law of nature docs not give it.

ANOTHER MESSAGE. 


Congress Failing to Agreb- on Any 
Measure of Relief 


THE EXIGENCIES OF THE CASE 


Constrain the President, In the Ex¬ 
ercise of Authority Conferred by 
Existing Laws to Take Such Steps 
ns to Htm Seem Most Advanta¬ 
geous for the Country. 


At noon on February 8 th the presi¬ 
dent sent the following message to 
congress: 

l'o the Congress of the United States: 

Since my recent communication to 
the congress calling attention to our 
financial condition and suggesting leg¬ 
islation, which I deemed essential to 
our national wellfare and credit, the 
anxiety and apprehension then exist¬ 
ing in business circles have continued. 
As a precaution, therefore, against the 
failure of timely legislative aid through 
congressional action, cautious prepar¬ 
ations have been pending to employ 
to the best possible advantage, in de¬ 
fault of better means, such executive 
authority as may, without additional 
legislation,be exercised for the purpose 
of reinforcing and maintaining in our 
treasury an adequate and safe gold 
reserve. 

In the judgment of those especially 
charged with this responsibility, the 
business situation is so critical and the 
legislative situation so unpromising 
with the omission thus far on the part 
of the congress to beneficially enlarge 
tbe powers of the secretary of the 
treasury in the premises as to enjoin 
immediate executive action with the 
facilities now at hand. 

Therefore, in pursuance of section 
2700 of the revised statutes, details oi 
arrangements have this day been con¬ 
cluded with parties abundantly able 
to fulfill their undertaking whereby 
bonds of the United states authorized 
under act of July 14, 1875, payable in 
coin, thirty years after their date with 
interest at the rate of 4 per cent per 
annum to the amount of a little less 
than $62,400,000 are to he issued for 
the purchase of gold coin amounting 
to a sum slightly in excess of $05,000,- 
000 to be delivered to the treasury of 
the United States, which sum added 
to the gold now held in our reserve 
will so restore such reserve as to make 
it amount to something more than ’ 
$ 100 , 000 , 000 . 

Such a premium is to be allowed to 
the government upon the bonds as to 
fix the rate of interest upon the 
amount of gold realized at three and 
three-fourths per cent per annum. At 
least one half of the gold to be ob¬ 
tained is to be supplied from abroad 
which is a very important and favora¬ 
ble feature of the transaction. The 
privilege is especially reserved to the 
government to substitute at par with¬ 
in ton days from this date in lieu of 
four per cent coin bonds, other bonds 
in terms payable in gold and hearing 
only three per cent interest if the issue 
of the same should be authorized by 
congress. 

The arrangement thus completed, 
which, after careful inquiry, appears, 
in the present circumstances and con¬ 
sidering all objections to be the best 
attainable, develops such a difference 
in the estimation of investors between 
bonds made payable in coin and those 
especially made payable in gold in 
favor of the latter, as is represented 
by three-fourths of a cent in annual 
interest. In the agreement just con¬ 
cluded the annual saving in interests 
to the government if 3 per cent, gold 
bonds should be substituted for the 4 
per cent, coin bonds under the privi¬ 
lege amounting in thirty years, or at 
the matury of the coin bonds to $ 10 ,- 
174,770. 

» * * * 

I have only to add that in my opin¬ 
ion the transaction herein detailed for 
the information of congress promises 
better results than efforts previously 
made in the direction of effectively 
adding to our gold reserve through the 
sale of bonds, and I believe it will 
tend, as far as such action can, in the 
present circumstance, to meet the de- 
termination expressed in the law re¬ 
pealing the silver purchasing act oi 
July 14, 1890, and that in the ianguago 
of such repealing act the arrangement 
made will aid our efforts to ‘ ‘insure 
the maintenance of the parityoin the 
value of the coins of the two metals, 
and the equal power of every dollar at 
all times in the markets and payments 
of debts.

Thirty-Seventh Day. 

Senate.— House bill 821—To provide 
for the calling and holding of meetings 
of stockholders of railroad corporations 
in certain cases and to regulate the 
transaction of business at such meet¬ 
ings, was amended and passed; yeas 
16, nays 12.—Nine new hills were in¬ 
troduced.—Besides six local and per¬ 
sonal bills, the following were passed: 

H. 485—To ratify the payment of 
members of the general assembly oi 
1892-93 of monies over the appropria¬ 
tion. Passed. 

S. 332.—To make atmroDviatiori for 
additional clerical help in the state 
auditor’s office. Passed. 

S. 80—To amend an act to establish 
agricultural school in Southwest Ala¬ 
bama. The substitute of the commit¬ 
tee wasadopted. Passed. Adjourned. 

House.— An hour was spent in debate 
on a resolution to reeall from the sen¬ 
ate a hill passed yesterday prohibiting 
the manufacture of spirituous liquor 
within one mile and the sale of it 
within four miles of the M. E. church 
at Elmore. The resolution was adopt¬ 
ed. 

H. 150—Relating to lire insurance 
policies was taken up, a number of 
amendments offered, dicussed and 
voted down, and the hill went over. 
Fourteen nhw hills were introduced. 

Senate amendments to H. 46, 273 were 
concurred ip. 

The committee on conference on the 
disagreement of the two houses on 
B. amendment to S. 57 recommended 
that the senate accede to the house 
amendment. Concurred in. 

The Speaker signed H. 71, 148, 564, 
216, 618, 623; 41, 296, 304, 381, 403, 323. 

Besides three local hills the follow¬ 
ing were passed: 

H. 1058—To establish an experi¬ 
ment station and agricultural school 
to he known as the Northwestern Ala 
bama Agricultural School, at Hamilton 
Marion county. 

ft. 769—To create the 14 th judicial 
circuit, was tabled.—The governor 
notified the house of his annroval oi 
the following house bills:—47, 312, 505, 
551, 674, 579, 268.—The hill which 

changes the method of electing com¬ 
missioners of Bibb county was recalled 
from the governor, reconsidered and 
tabled. Adjourned. 


Thirty-Eighth Day.

S. 292—To authorize the Tri-State 
Normal University to receive public 
school funds for students within school 
age. Passed.

the codd of Alabama. (Presentation 
of claims.) Passed. 

S. 309—To define the duties and 
responsibilities of overseers of public- 
roads. Passed. 

S. 282—To amend section 3403 of 
the code. (Notice of appeal to appellee.) 
Passed. 

S. 285—Relative to bonds and re¬ 
quired or permitted to be made, given, 
tendered dr filed with sureties and to 
the acceptance as surety or guarantee 
thereupon of companies qualified to 
act as such. Amended and passed.— 
Adjourned to Monday. 

House. —Thirteen new bills were 
introduced aud the following hills 
were passed : 

H. 469—To allow County Commis¬ 
sioners in each county to appropriate 
a sufficient sum to pay armory rent 
for military companies located in their 
respective counties. It provides that 
the appropriation shall be discretion¬ 
ary with the Countv Commissioners. 

B. 470—To make an appropriation 
of (515,000 each year for the expense of 
the encampment of tho Alabama State 
Troops for the yeai-3 1895 and 1896. 
The increase is 53,000 each year over 
the past two years. 

H. 471—To authorize the surgeon 
of each regiment of the State troops to 
provide the necessary surgical imple¬ 
ments for the troops while in active 
service. Amendment. 

H. 461—To increase the number of 
majors from two to three in the regi¬ 
ments of the state troops. 

S. 199—To amend the charter of 
Mobile on the subject of port charges. 
Passed. 

H. 1020—To regulate the defense 
on action on policies of life insurance. 

The governor communicated his ap- 
proval'of the following house bills: 521, 
618, 564 381, 41, 304, 296, 623, 348, 217, 
423. 

The speaker signed the following 
house hills: 46, 2^3 l 485, 676, 507. 

The insurance bin was passed by 
substitute. The Pettus railroad bill, 
H. 821, was tabled.—Senate amend¬ 
ments to bills H. ISO and .60 were con¬ 
curred in. 

Resolutions on the death of Hon. N. 
H. R. Dawson were adopted, providing 
that a page of the minutes of the house 
be devoted to his memory. The house 
as a further mark of respect to the 
memory of the deceased, adjourned 
until Monday.

Forty- Eighth Day.—A joint resolu¬ 
tion was passed recommending arbitra¬ 
tion in the matter of the dispute be¬ 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela as 
to the boundary of British Guiana.— 
Two local bills were introduced.—The 
currency bill was taken up and dis¬ 
cussed five hours. The amendments 
proposed by the committee, except 
two, were agreed to. The two propo¬ 
sitions defeated were to strike out the 
section providing for the retirement 
of all national bank notes of denomi¬ 
nations less than $10 and all silver 
certificates of higher denominations 
than $10, and to require state banks to 
keep their lawful reserves in gold coin 
or gold certificates. An amendment 
by Mr. Hangen, republican, of Wiscon¬ 
sin to reduce the minimum of cajiital 
stock required for the organization of 
national banks from $50,000 to $20,000, 
and one by Mr. Hartman of Montana, 
requiring half fhe customs' duties to be 
paid in gold and half in silver, were 
agreed to. Mr. Bland’s free-silver 
iubstitute was ruled out of order by 
the chair. Mr. Bland appealed from 
the decision of the chair and, pending 
his appeal the house adjourned. 

Forty-Ninth Day. —Bill to re-open 
the abandoned military reservation at 
Fort Jupiter, Fla., passed.—Bill grant¬ 
ing a pension of $50 a month to the 
widow of Gen. John C. Kelton, passed. 
Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio, of¬ 
fered a resolution, and asked imreed at J 
consideration for it, directing tho 
appointment of a committee of five to 
investigate and report on the congres¬ 
sional elections in Tennessee last No¬ 
vember. Referred to committee on 
elections.—The financial debate was 
resumed. At 3 o’clock the commit to 
rose and submitted to the house three 
propositions. Mr. Reed’s substitute 
was first taken up and an amendment 
by Mr. Bryan, democrat, of Missouri, 
to the effect that coin obligations of 
the government are payable in gold or 
silver at its option was voted down. 
Mr. Reed’s substitute, which provided 
for the issue of two year three per 
cent certificates of indebtedness to 
meet current deficiencies in the reven¬ 
ue, and bonds to maintain the gold 
reserve, was then defeated, by 109 to 
187. The substitute by Mr. Cox. of 
Tennessee, providing for rehabilitation 
of state banks, with an amendment by 
Mr. Cobb of Alabama, expressly de¬ 
clining to confer the power to issue 
bonds, was put before the house. Mr. 
Cobb’s amendment was rejected, viva 
voce, aud the substitute of Mr. Cox 
was lost by 65 to 184. The original 
Springer bill, as amended in committee 
of the whole was then put to the house 
and was lost, yeas 135, nays 163. Ad¬ 
journed. 


Forty-Ninth Day. — Mr. Mitchel, 
from the committee on claims, report¬ 
ed on an amendment to the appropria¬ 
tion bill relating to the sugar bounty 
The committee had failed to agree as 
to certain claims for the bounty and 
left it to the committee on appropria¬ 
tions and the senate. A long discus¬ 
sion ensued, but no action was taken 
—Mr. Call of Florida, called up his 
resoul ution for the investigation of the 
Louisiana or Honduras lottery, com¬ 
pany operating in Florida, and pro¬ 
ceeded to address tho senate in its 
advocacy. He was interrupted by a 
motion to take up the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation. The motion 
was carried, and the bill was before 
the senate until the hour of adjourn 
ment, the t ime being devoted to debate 
on the amendment proposing a tele¬ 
graphic cable to Hawaii. Adjourned. 

THE HOUSE. 

Forty-Fifth Day.—S enate bill re¬ 
viving the grade of Lieutenant-General 
of the army, for the benefit of Major- 
General Schofield, was passed.—The 
Pacific railroad refunding bill was 
recommitted, after an animated dis¬ 
cussion for more than six hours, with¬ 
out instructions. This is regarded as 
the death of the bill. The yeas and 
nays were called on the motion tc 
recommit and resulted, yeas 177, nays 
106.—Adjourned. 

Forty-Sixth Day.— The conference 
report on the army appropriations was 
agreed to.—A bill granting right of 
way through the Indian Territory to 
the Arkansas and Northwest railroad 
company, aud a bill providing justices 
of the peace for Alaska were passed.— 
The conference on the fortifications 
bill having failed to agree on the sen¬ 
ate amendment authorizing a minimum 
cost of $0,500 each, a further confer¬ 
ence on this item was ordered.—The 
agricultural appropriation bill was 
discussed two hours and passed. It 
appropriate $3,377,150.—The Hawaiian 
correspondence called for by house 
resolution on Friday was laid before 
the house and ordered printed.—Ad- 
journed. ^ 

Forty- Seventh Day.—T he currency 
bill being before the house a substi¬ 
tute was offered by Mr. Reed, provicl- 
ng for tho issue of 3 per cent certifi¬ 
cates to meet the deficiencies in the 
treasury receipts, the gold reserve to 
be used only for the redemption of 
greenbacks. A number of speeches 
were made for and against the bill. 

Two or three private bills were 
passed under request for unanimous 
consent, and a number of bills were 
reported from committees. 

The committee on public lands re¬ 
ported, and the house passed a resolu¬ 
tion directing the secretary of the 
interior to suspend the the location of 
lands under railroad grants pending 
action by cougress. The house at 4:a0 
p. in., adjourned until tomorrow.

Effects of Bicycling. 

Observations on the physiological ef¬ 
fects of cycling, recently published by 
Dr. Blaznevich of St. Petersburg, 
show that the play of the chest imme¬ 
diately after riding diminishes from 1 
to 1.5 centimeters, especially in th« 
cases of women and children and ol 
men racing, or beginning to use the 
cycle. The general effect of a summer's 
riding on men was practically nil; in 
women and children the vital capacity 
was slightly increased. The arm pow¬ 
er was found to have increased more 
than the leg power in young persona 
and in beginners, but in the case of ma¬ 
ture men used to cycling this was not 
so evident.

FREE BALLOT LEAGUE. 


PERMANENT ORGANIZATION 
' FORMED—WORK PLANNED.

The People Must Rule by Their Ballots 
and In Order to Do That, They Must 
Have a Free Ballot and a Fair 
Count.

li¬ 
lt was with a purely patriotic feeling 
that J.C.Manning, the Populist leader 
of Alabama called the convention at 
New Orleans for the purpose of dis¬ 
cussing plans to secure a free ballot 
and a fair count in the south. 

■ And that convention did not allow 
itself to be led away from its patriotic 
purpose, nor make a partisan farce of 
itself. 

The convention assembled in the in¬ 
terest of honest elections for the bene¬ 
fit of all concerned without regard to 
party, and though the People’s party 
should be credited with this effort, the 
Populist leaders did _ not assume to 
monopolize the convention, nor assert 
tfiat their voters were the only honest 
ones in the south. There was an open 
discussion by all parties, and it is 
iioped that much good may result to all 
the people of the south, and to the 
whole nation. The election laws of the 
south seem to be so constructed as to 
invite fraud, and it is but natural that 
dishonest men should take advantage 
of them. A concerted effort will be 
made to secure such election laws as 
will in future prevent fraud. The con¬ 
vention assembled at New Orleans, 
Friday, Jan. 18, at 12:30 o’clock, and a 
meeting was also held in the evening 
to which ladies and all public-spirited 
citizens were invited. The meeting 
was fairly well attended by leading 
men of the south, and speeches were 
delivered upon the subject of citizen¬ 
ship and popular government by means 
of the ballot. Ignorance and dishon¬ 
esty received both their share of con¬ 
demnation. 

Mr. Manning said in his opening ad¬ 
dress: “It is not my purpose to charge 
this condition of things — which exists 
not alone in Alabama, but throughout 
the south — solely to any political 
party, but I do charge it to a slothful 
public sentiment, which it is, not a 
partisan, but a patriotic duty we owe 
to our country to arouse from its leth¬ 
argy before republican form of govern¬ 
ment becomes forever lost to us and 
coming generations.” 

He recognized the fact that some of 
tjio ftroat Bcvopaperg of the south had 
realized the deplorable canditiQits_-amL 
had fought valiantly for a reform of the 
and an indifferent public. At the 
same time it was evident that some 
of the papers made it policy to keep 
the people in ignorance. 

Mr. Manning cited as an example of 
the situation that “from Dallas coun¬ 
ty, the home of Senator Morgan, the 
election officers sent to the secretary of 
state an alleged vote of 6517 as cast 
in the state election. Of this number 
6517, sworn evidence hasbeen taken, 
which I can produce, proving that 
5,000 of the votes returned as cast 
Were fraudulent votes ami were never 
cast by any voter. Two members of the 
grand jury of Dallas county asked the 
probate judge to grant them the priv¬ 
ilege of inspecting the registration 
books and also made an inquiry as to 
how mueh money had been expended 
in the registration. The county 
judge refused to grant the request 
made, saying that he desired to ad¬ 
vise with the circuit judge as to his 
duty in the matter. Finally the 
grand jurors approached Judge Moore, 
the circuit judge, who irritably replied 
that he didn’t propose to be annoyed 
by such foolishness. This, fellow 
countrymen, is the situation in Dal¬ 
las county, Ala., arid fourteen other 
counties can be found in “darker Ala¬ 
bama” of which Dallas is but an ex¬ 
ample.” 

. “Perpetrations of gross and enorm¬ 
ous frauds, as occur in Alabama and 
other southern states, are not commit¬ 
ted in support of white supremacy. 
It is to use the negro voting popula¬ 
tion, fraudulently counted, whether 
they vote or not, to keep down the 
supremacy of the sovereign white peo¬ 
ple that actuate the enemies of re¬ 
publican form of government to com¬ 
mit these crimes against their country 
and themselves. Five thousand fic¬ 
titious and fraudulently counted negro 
votes in a general election annuls 
5,000 ballots honestly polled. It is 
by such manipulation as this that 
the voice of the people has been 
stifled and revolution has run riot 
in many states and in many congres¬ 
sional districts like the Fourth and 
Fifth in Alabama, and the Tenth in 
Georgia, in which the overzealous 
counters of Richmond county heaped 
up 16,000 votes for Mr. Black, who, 
appalled at the enormity of the steal, 
now demands an honest election be¬ 
fore he will accept a seat in cong- 
gress.” 

The questions discussed are broad¬ 
er than the life or death of any 
party. They involve the question 
whether our republican form of gov¬ 
ernment shall stand as the repre¬ 
sentative institution of a free people, 
or whether it shall become the prop¬ 
erty thieves and assassins of liberty. 
The people must rule by their balots, 
and in order to do that their ballots 
must be fairly counted. 

The negro question seems to be the 
bugaboo of the south, but if the negro 
was taken out of the hands of the poli¬ 
ticians, there would be nothing to fear 
from him. The politicians while cry¬ 
ing out against “negro supremacy” 
are the very men who use the negro 
as a tool to uphold the supremacy of 
rascals. Crying out against “negro 
supremacy,” and at the same time 
counting negro votes that are not cast 
at all, for their own dishonest ends. 

“That is the kind of negro suprem¬ 
acy that it hurting the south.” 


After the organization, a per¬

Rouge, La.; W. S. Morgan, Hardy, 
Ark.; Sam L. Dodd, Kosciusko, Miss.; 
Senator Pritchard, Raleigh, N. C.;

Regan, Palestine, Texas. 

Over 175 delegates responded to the 
convention, and more than 300 men 
from southern states wrote asking 
that their names be enrolled as mem¬ 
bers.

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SENATOR MARION BUTLER. 

President of the National Farmers’ Al¬ 
liance and a Strong: Populist. 
Marion Butler, who was elected by 
the general assembly of North Carolina 
Jan. 22, for a six years’ term in the 
United States senate to succeed Gener¬ 
al Ransom, was born in Sampson coun¬ 
ty, N. C., May 20, 1863. His great 
grandfather, James Butler, settled in 
Sampson county in 1760, and was a sol¬ 
dier in the revolutionary war. One 
hundred years later his father, Wiley 
Butler, entered the confederate army. 
At the close of the four years’ struggle 
the subject of this sketch was a child 
in his mother’s arms. He was raised 
on his father’s farm, ten miles from 
the county seat, and within three miles 
of where his grandfather, James But¬ 
ler settled. 

He was prepared for college by his 
mother and at Salem high school. He 
entered the University of North Caro¬ 
lina in 1S81, and graduated in 1885. 
During his senior year at the univer¬ 
sity he studied law in addition to his 
regular college course and could have 
entered the legal profession the same 
year, but the sudden death of his fath¬ 
er at this time called him home to take 
charge of the business. His father had 
made sacrifices to educate him from the 
proceeds of his farm, and he at once 
went to work to assist his mother in 
educating his younger brothers and 
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of the Salem high school and conducted 
it for three years, and at the same 
time superintended the farm. 

In 1888 he was elected president of 
the Sampson County Farmers’ Alli¬ 
ance. In a few weeks he bought the 
Clinton Caucasian and soon built it up 
to be one of the largest and strongest 
weeklies in the state. In 1890 he was 
elected to the state senate after a hard 
fight as the ch’ampion of the railroad 
commission. Under his leadership the 
present railroad commission law was 
enacted, and a movement put on foot 
to force every corporation in the state 
to enlist its property and pay just taxes 
on the same. It was a hard and bitter 
fight, but the people triumphed. In 

1891 he was elected president of tho 
State Alliance of North Carolina; in 

1892 he was elected by acclamation. 
The same year he was elected vice- 
president of the National Alliance. 

At the Topeka meeting of the Na¬ 
tional Alliance, in 1894, he was elected 
president of the organization on the 
first ballot. 

The part he took in planning and di¬ 
recting the late campaign on behalf 
of the People’s party is well known. 
He will be thirty-two years old the 
20th of next May.

BOOKS AND BULLETS. 


THE INFLUENCE OF LAWS RE¬ 
LATING TO MONEY. 


Some of the Books Which Have Shaped 
the Destiny of Nations—Boobs and 
Papers Doing a Great Wit To¬ 
day. 


Only one hundred and twenty years 
ago the first book, the first earnest in¬ 
vestigation, on political economy was 
written. No man had ever attempted 
before to study out and write down 
the influences of laws and customs, re¬ 
lating to money, land and commerce 
of a nation. That was Adam Smith’s 
“Wealth of Nations.” Think how crude 
would be the science of medicine, geo¬ 
logy, geography, astronomy and all 
sciences if they had so recent start! 
It was fifty-nine years later—1817—be¬ 
fore the next work of value appeared. 
Since which time, however, works of 
increasing value have appeared with 
phenomenal rapidity. It is one thing 
to discover a truth, but quite another 
to get the people to understand and 
act on it. But today the number of 
books on money, land, commerce and 
labor are multiplying like leaves of 
the forest. It is nothing for me to 
receive half a dozen new books, all by 
men who think, in a single day’s mail. 

I have one catalogue which, though 
printed several years ago, contains the 
title to several thousand works of some 
phase of the social problem, and since 
that time more books of greater value 
and oppression, the apparent hopeless¬ 
ness of the masses, this one fact gives 
me comfort and hope for the future. 
The civil conditions could not be 
changed until the people knew the na¬ 
ture of the ills and the remedy; they 
could not learn these until they had 
books and teachers; these they could 
not have until men had studied, wrote 
and published. All these have been 
done and men and women are teaching 
the truths with the enthusiasm that 
can only he born of sincerity. These 
books show that the educated, the re¬ 
fined, the well-to-do, become adherents 
first. Every book reaches and appeals 
to a certain strata of society and the 
millions and millions of books are do¬ 
ing the work of turning the people into 
thinkers into mere followers, of sense¬ 
less and harmful customs, usages and 
ideas. Books and papers are today do¬ 
ing the work of getting the people out 
of crude, barbarous ideas regarding 
money, land and human rights, as they 
have slowly been enlightened on other 
subjects. Judging from the influences 
at work, the advance made so far, and 
the temper of the people. I cannot 
think that most radical changes in so¬ 
ciety can be delayed beyond 1900. If 
the conservative classes oppose it, as 
kings opposed any change that any 
wise- affected their privileges (and a 
large class is benefitted by the ignor¬ 
ant ideas on these subjects held by the 
masses), I say if the tactics of kings are 
adopted to suppress this growing intel¬ 
ligence, it will be carved out in a man¬ 
ner that our forefathers rid themselves 
of kingcraft, or that latter sense of jus¬ 
tice and harmony wiped out chattel 
slavery. One way or the other the 
ideas that are at present gaining a 
majority will find expression in laws 
to some extent within the next decade. 
If in the peaceable, sensible way it will 
be little by little, feeling the ground 
carefully at each step, hut if this way is 
suppressed, the other way will as cer¬ 
tainly result as our forefathers ap¬ 
pealed to it when the king spurned 
their petitions, or as they wiped out 
chattel slavery with the best blood of 
the north and south, because capital, 
represented by the slave, refused to 
bow to the awakened intelligence of 
human rights. I am for a peaceful 
solution, but I am satisfied that the 
monopolists—the real rulers of the na¬ 
tion—prefer to chance the results of 
hiring part of the people to shoot the 
other half to death to making any con¬ 
cessions. That’s what they have creat¬ 
ed a navy for, and that’s why they are 
howling for a greater standing army. 
It is books against bullets.—Coming 
Nation. 


HOW IS THIS FOR A DEMOCRAT? 


An Honest Democrat Fallen Among 
Tliieves. 

The following is an extract from a 
SDeech of Congressman McLaurin, of 
South Carolina, discussing the Carlisle 
bill, which was slunk before it was 
developed: 

“Mr. Chairman, I rise to enter my 
protest against the passage of this bill. 
There is not a line of democracy in the 
whole measure, not a single principle 
of democracy in its entire provisions, 
nor a solitary demand ever put forth 
by a national democratic convention. 
It is a fraud upon the name of demo¬ 
cracy, and bears upon its face the 
moral turpitude that hqw seems to 


dominate that great, though somewhat 
Shattered organization. The democrat¬ 
ic party for years past have asked the 
people for a chance to bring peace and 
prosperity to their doors. Two years 
ago that request was granted, and what 
has been the result? Not a single 
pledge has been redeemed or a single 
promise kept, but the entire machinery 
of the party has been placed in the 
hands of that class of individuals who 
have been in the past and are now the 
abiding curse of the great plain people 
of this country. The people had a 
right to expect relief from the demo¬ 
cratic party, and the results of last No¬ 
vember may be taken as a lively re¬ 
minder of their disappointment, and 
I venture the assertion that if the pres¬ 
ent bill becomes a law the people at 
the next election will wipe out the last 
vestige of the democratic party.” 

THE CURSE OF INTEREST. 


Let the Function of Banking Be Ad¬ 
ministered by and for the People. 

The Philadelphia Evening Item, a 
daily paper of 200,000 circulation, pub¬ 
lishes the following brave and lucid 
editorial utterances: 

“There is a halo of glory and ‘re¬ 
nown’ around the brow of the bank 
president, which requires analysis in 
order to understand its true worth. 

“In England this halo is far larger 
than in this country; mainly, beceause 
we have had so many wildcat bank 
presidents in our midst who have 
thrown considerable dirt upon the pro¬ 
fession. 

“In England the bank president is 
recognized in society as the next door 
to a lord, and in cases he, in the gen¬ 
eral' estimation, takes rank with even 
higher titled people, 
that which belongs to tne pawnbroker,' 
nothing more or less. 

“Now, the only difference between 
the bank president and the pawnbroker 
is the size of the loan; there is no 
other. 

“If it he said that the bank president 
does not charge usurious rates of in¬ 
terest, it is replied here that such a 
speaker is not very well posted in the 
rates charged in this country in distant 
and outlying districts; a few years ago 
40 per cent was common enough in 
Texas and elsewhere, and thought all 
right by neighboring national banks; 
but this rate “busted” the borrowers 
in a very short time. During the last 
few years the rate of the same bank 
presidents has been reduced 20. per 
cent, and even 15 in cases, and all these 
rates were to farmers who gave their 
property in security, property they 
then held free from incumbrances; in 
other words, they gave strictly first- 
class security. 

“Even the 6 per cent which prevails 
here in the east is greater than the 
earnings of the average industry. Stat¬ 
istics prove that statement beyond all 
reasonable question. 

“This is well known and admitted 
by any well-infromed insurance com¬ 
pany. 

“Therefore what is the difference be¬ 
tween the pawnbroker who swamps his 
victim inside of a few days or months, 
and the bank president who is gradu¬ 
ally but surely sapping the life blood 
out of industrial enterprise? 

“It is high time that the ‘halo and 
glory’ surrounding the banking busi¬ 
ness should be relegated to the rear, 
because it is greatly the cause of the 
ignorance of the people as to what 
these usurers are actually doing in 
their own behalf and at the people’s ex¬ 
pense. 

“A large part of the press which sup¬ 
ports these usurers really toady to this 
‘glory and halo;’ they are now naming 
it ‘conservatism;’ but this word is used 
to denote precisely what the average 
pawnbroker is doing, nothing more nor 
less. 

“There is nothing whatever of a per¬ 
sonal nature in this article, its only 
purpose being a clear statement of 
facts which the people should compre¬ 
hend for their own financial preserva¬ 
tion just as soon as possible. 

“Every one of these money lenders 
should either invest their money in the 
industries of the country, and take 
their chances with producers, manu¬ 
facturers and traders, or openly retire 
from the field of money lenders, for 
under the prevailing system they ‘earn’ 
nothing—except, perhaps, in clerk 
work, an occupation that forms a very 
small fraction of the usury they im¬ 
pose upon all forms of trade for an ac¬ 
commodation which can far better and 
at a greatly decreased cost he conduct¬ 
ed by the government. 

“The day is not far distant when it 
will be a disgrace to an honest man to 
demand interest, beyond actual cost 
for the use of loaned money.”

SENATE. 

Fifty- First Day. — Tho diplomatio 
and consular appropriation bill was, 
passed, with the amendment providing 
for the Hawaiian cable, the populists 
and six democrats voting with the 
republicans for the amendment and 
then for the bill aS amended, and one 
republican, Pettigrew of South Da¬ 
kota, voting nay with the democrats. 
The six democrats voting affirmatively 
were Butler of South Carolina, Call of 
Florida, Gorman of Maryland, Hill of 
New York, Morgan of Alabama, and 
White of California. The vote was 36 
to 25. The following is the text of the 
amendment: 

“The president is hereby authorized 
to contract for the entire work of lay¬ 
ing a telegraphic cable between the 
United States and the Hawaiian Islands 
and to direct the prosecution of such 
work whenever such a contract shall 
be made, and as a part of the cost of 
such cable, the sum of $500,000 is here¬ 
by appropriated.” — The house joint 
resolution for the appointment of a 
joint committee to arrange a program 
for the dedication of tho Cliickarnaugua 
and Chattanooga national park was 
agreed to.—The post office appropria¬ 
tion hill was taken up, but at 3 o’clock 
was laid aside and resolutions of re • 
spect to the late Senator Stockbridga 
of Michigan were adopted and eulogies 
were delivered. As a further mark of 
respect tije senate, at 4:05, adjqurued. 

Fifty-Skcond Day.— Mr. Hill intro¬ 
duced a concurrent resolution declar- 
ing it to be the sense of congress that 
“the true policy of the government re¬ 
quires that its efforts should be stead¬ 
ily directed to the establishment of a 
safe sj stem of bimetallism wherein 
gold and silver may be maintained at 
a party and every dollar coined may 
be the equal in value aud power of 
every other dollar coined or issued by 
tne United States, but if our efforts to 
establish or maintain such bimetallism 
shall not be wholly successful, and if 
for any reason our silver coin shall not 
hereafter be at a parity with gold and 
silver and the equal thereof in value 
and power in the market and the pay¬ 
ment of debts, then it is hereby de¬ 
clared that the bonds of the United 
States now or hereafter issued, which 
by their terms are payable in coin, 
shall nevertheless be paid in standard 
gold dollars, it being the policy of the 
Unit ed States that its creditors shall at 
use. ” 

Mr. Stewart, populist, of Nevada, 
offered a resolution declaring that 
there is no authority of law to buy 
gold coin in preference to silver lor 
any purpose, whatever.—The postoffice 
appropriation bill was then taken up 
and in the progress of the discussion 
Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, 
drifted into a speech on Alabama affairs 
and held the floor for two hours and at 
5:30 yielded the floor without conclud¬ 
ing his remarks. 

A resolution instructing the com¬ 
mittee on Indian affairs to continue 
during the recess the investigation 
into Indian schools, Indian reserva¬ 
tions, etc., was reported and referred 
to the committee on contingent ex¬ 
penses, It was immediately reported 
back favorably from that committee 
and was placed on the calendar, and 
the senate at 5:45 o’clock adjourned 
until tomorrow. 

Fifty-Third Day. —The business rec¬ 
ord of the senate today comprised the 
passage of all the private bills on 
the calendar, twenty-six in number, 
and some half dozen bills of a miscel¬ 
laneous character, including three for 
public buildings in Winston-Salem, N. 
C., Pottsville, Pa., and Brocton, Mass.; 
also one for the appointment of a com¬ 
mission of army engineer officers to 
report as to the new bridge over the 
Delaware at Philadelphia 

A bill for the free coinage of silver 
was reported from the finance commit¬ 
tee and placed on the calendar, Mr. 
Sherman remarking that it had had 
only a bare majority in committee. 

Mr. Gray reported adversely on the 
house joint resolution proposing an 
amendment to the constitution for the 
election of senators by direct vote of 
the people. 

Mr. Vest, from the committee on 
finance, reported back the house joint 
resolution to extend the time for mak¬ 
ing returns for the income tax for this 
year till the 15th day of April, 1895, 
with important amendments, and the 
resolution went over until tomorrow. 
The amendments provide : 

1. That in computing income from 
rents or real estate the amount paid 
for fire insurance of the premises aud 
for ordinary repairs shall be deducted. 

2. That in computing income from 
dividends there shall be deducted such 
sums as are received Jrom corporations 
that pay 2 per cent on their net profits 
(whether actually paid at the time or 
not). 

3. That no tax payer shall be requir¬ 
ed to answer any interrogatories exceot 
such as are specifically provided in the 
act- 

A conference was ordered on the dis¬ 
agreement between the houses on the 
diplomatic and consular -rippropriation 
bill—the senate Hawaiian telegraph 
oable amendment. 

Air. Allen’s speech while the postal 
appropriation bill 'was up was two 
hours long and was devoted entirely 
to the Alabama election. 

When he had concluded Mr. Morgan 
took the floor and said, that his col¬ 
league, Mr. Pugh, and himself consider 
it their duty to place on the records of 
the senate a protest, which he pro¬ 
ceeded to read. It began thus : 

“The undersigned senators, accred¬ 
ited to this body by the stg,te of Ala- 




test against tne proceedings in tne 
senate of the senator from Nebraska, 
who has occupied the attention of the 
senate for nearly two days in clear 
abuse of parliamentary law, in disre¬ 
gard of the urgent necessities of public 
business, and in a discourteous assault 
on the rights of Alabama as a state oi 
the union and on the character of her 
government and people.” 

The protest concludes as follows : 
“We decline to bring Alabama be¬ 
fore the senate upon such accusations 
or to make any answer to them in the 
form and manner in which they are 
presented, and we ask to spread this, 
our solemn protest against this unpre¬ 
cedented wrong and indignity, upon 
the records of the senate.” 

Messrs. Blackburn, Brice and Hale 
were appointed conferees on the diplo¬ 
matic and consular appropriation bill. 

After a short executive session the 
senate at 6:10 adjourned until tomor 
row. 

Fifty-Fourth Day. — Mr. Vilas in¬ 
troduced a bill entitled “A bill to save 
the people of tho United States $16,- 
170,770,” which was read and placed 
on the calendar. It provides for the 
issue of $65,000,000 3 per cent 30 year 
gold bonds.—Mr. Sherman offered a 
substitute for the free coinage bill re¬ 
ported yesterday. His bill provides 
for 3 per cent bonds redeemable after 
five years, in gold aud 3 uer cent “cer¬ 
tificates of indebtedness.” payable in 
“lawful money.’’—Most of the day’s 
session was spent in the consideration 
of the post office appropriation bill, 
which went over under an agreement 
to vote on it at 3 p. m., tomorrow.— 
Adjourned. 

Fifty-Fifth Day.—M r. Call’s resolu¬ 
tion, providing for an investigation of 
the operations of the Louisiana-Hon¬ 
duras lottery iu Florida, occupied the 
morning hour until shelved by a mo 
tion to resume the post office appropri¬ 
ation. All amendments proposed by 
the committee on appropriations were 
voted downed. An amendment pro¬ 
viding that the paragraph requiring 
postal clerks to reside on the line of 
the railroad on which they serve shall 
not apply to those heretofore ap¬ 
pointed, was agreed to. The bill 
went over. 

THE HOUSE. 

Fifty-First Day. — The legislative, 
judicial and executive appropriation 
bill was under consideration, and some 
progress made. The amendment mak¬ 
ing the clerks of representatives an¬ 
nual, instead of sessional employees, 
was agreed to by 124 to 53.—A joint 
on way s Tnrcr trrea'nsDy' nir. vr-mron 
West Virginia was agreed to, extend¬ 
ing for this year only, the time within 
which returns may be made under the 
income tax law, from March 1, to 
April 15.—No other business of import¬ 
ance or general interest was transacted. 
—At 3 o'clock business was suspended 
and eulogies on the late Representative 
Myron B. Wright of Pennsylvania, 
were delivered and, as a further mark 
of respect, the house adjourned until 
Monday. 

Fifty-Second Day. —Consideration of 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill occupied most of the 
clays session. The bill was amended 
as follows : Directing the secretary of 
the treasury to arrange for refining 
and melting gold and silver into bul¬ 
lion bars at the Helena, Mont., assay 
office; referring to the attorney-general 
for report to the next congress as to 
the law and facts the statement made 
by the Indian bureau of the accounts 
between the United States and several 
Indian tribes, as authorized by the act 
of 1891; for tho purchase and opening 
of the Cherokee strip; striking out the 
appropriation of $2,000 to pay the sal¬ 
ary of the private secretary to the 
secretary of the interior; requiring the 
master of every vessel, upon arriving 
at any port in this country where there 
is no naval officer, to mail a copy of 
his manifest to the auditor of the 
treasury department. 

The senate amendments to the Chi¬ 
cago $4,000,000 public building were 
concurred in on motion of Mr. Durbor- 
row, democrat, of Illinois, and tho hill 
now goes to the president. 

All senate amendments to tho diplo¬ 
matic and consular appropriation bill 
were, on motion of Air. McCreary, 
democrat, of Kentucky, non-concurred 
in and a conference agreed to—Messrs. 
McCreary, Hooker, democrat, of Mis¬ 
sissippi, and Hitt, republican, of Illi¬ 
nois, managers. 

The conference report on the bill to 
regulato the navigation of rivers and 
hai-bors of the United States was 
agreed to and the house at 5:30 o’clock 
adjourned until noon to-morrow. 

Fifty-Third Day.— The legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation 
bill was passed. It appropriates $21,- 
825,976. The following amendments 
were lost: To retain for next year 
the present force of clerks in the pen¬ 
sion office; to mako clerks to members 
annual instead of sessional employes. 
The republicans, except Brosius and 
Daniels,voted for the latter amendment 
and the democrats ag-ainst it, except 
twenty-two. It was lost by 142 nays 
to 98 yeas. 

The committee on military affairs 
reported favorably the bill granting 
the Mount Vernon barracks military 
reservation to the state of Alabama 
for public purposes. 

Other business transacted included 
the passage of the following measures. 

Senate bill setting apart certain 
lands in Mississippi for the benefit of 
the mechanical and agricultural 
schools of that state. 

House bill authorizing the restora¬ 
tion to the public domain of certain 
live oak reservations in Mississippi 
and Alabama, containing about 75,000 
I acres, which were originally set apart 
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Speaker Crisp announced the ap¬ 
pointment of the following members 
on the part of the house of the joint 
congressional commission to arrange a 
programme of exercises for the open¬ 
ing of the Chickamauga and Chatta¬ 
nooga National Military park next 
September : Messrs. Kilgore, Morgan, 
Wheeler of Alabama. Cox of Tennes¬ 
see, Maddox, Grosvenor, Keifer, Strong 
and Avery. 

At 4:35 o’clock the house adjourned. 
Fifty-Fourth Day. —The day was 
chiefly occupied with the Distinct ol 
Columbia affairs.—Mr. Wilson, chair¬ 
man, presented a report, of the com- 
mitteee of ways and means on the 
president’s message on the proposed 
gold loan, with a copy of the contract 
made for securing it. The report was 
ordered printed and referred to the 
calendar. It is in the form of a joint 
resolution authorizing the issue of 3 
per cent, 30 year gold bonds. 

Fifty-Fifty Day. —Consideration of 
the joint resolution reported yesterday 
from the committee of ways and means, 
authorizing the issue of 3 per cent 30 
year bonds, occupied tho entire session 
today and was lost by 167 nays to 120 
yeas. _ 

DEATH OF HON. I. P- GUAY, 

Our Minister to Mexico. Tlio Mex¬ 
ican Government Honors Him. 
Isaac Pusey Gray, United States 
minister to Mexico, died Thursday 
evening at 8:15 o’clock. Shortly before 
the end apoplexy supervened and the 
patient was bled, but to no purpose. 
Minister Gray arrived at the City of 
Mexico from the United States in the 
morning. He was insensible, having 
been attacked with double pneumonia. 
He was immediately removed to the 
American hospital and Drs. Layeeaga 
and Bray examined him and held a

consultation. At 5 o’clock they pro¬ 
nounced his case hopeless and three 
hours later ho died., Mrs. Gray aud 
Bayard Gray, her son, were in constant 
attendance upon the dying man. Great 
sympathy is felt for them throughout 
the official circle and tho diplomatic 
corps. 

Tho body of Air. Gray was embalmed 
at the American hospital, where ho 
died, and was removed at 1 o’clock Fri¬ 
day afternoon to the United Stases lega¬ 
tion. Americans crowded the room to 
pay their last respects. A guard of 
honor from the Twenty-first regiment 
was placed at the legation by the war 
minister. The colors were draped and 
as the body was carried in, they were 
lowered and tho band played a funeral 
march. The body was placed on a 
temporary bier, with a splendid wreath 
of camolias, sent by Airs. President 
Diaz, at the foot. Four sentries were 
placed in tho room with the coffin and 
others stood guard on the stairs and 
outside. E. C. Butler, charge d’affalrs, 
kept watch until midnight, when 
Lieutenant Dwyer, military attaejie, 
took his place. Alinlstor Alariscal and 
his wife, and the German, French and 
^British ministers called during the day. 
President Diaz also called in person at 
8 o’clock. 

The entire diplomatic corps and tho 
whold garrison, together with Presi¬ 
dent Diaz, accompanied the body to 
the Central station, where it was placed 
on a nortlx-hound train. President 
Diaz ordered that all flags on public 
buildings bo kept at half mast until 
the body crosses the border. Alinister 
Alariscal has written to Mr. Butler, 
expressing the deep regret of the gov¬ 
ernment and asking him to communi¬ 
cate the same to the United States 
government. The regret in the City 
of Alexico is universal, as Alinister 
Gray was highly respected by all who 
had come in contact with him. 

Large Publishing House Burned. 

The building occupied by Alarshall 
& Bruoe, Nashville, Tenn., one of the 
largest publishing houses in the south, 
was gutted by fire Sunday afternoon, 
loss about $50,000; fully insured. The 
presses, bookbindery and the forth¬ 
coming issue of the city directory, 
which was almost ready for distribu¬ 
tion, were entirely destroyed. While 
the firemen were engaged in fighting 
the Marshall & Bruce fire another 
broke out in Sulzbacher Brothers’ pro¬ 
duce establishment. The building was 
saved but the contents, amounting to 
about $10,000, were destroyed.

once order 4 per cent coin bonds 
pointed and delivered to the syn¬ 
dicate. 

Already about $10,000,000 in 
gold has been paid by the syndi¬ 
cate and from $5,000,000 to $7,000,- 
4)00 in gold is also enroute from 
Europe to tnis country to pay for 
the bonds. Some of the gold will 
also come from Canada, 

Interest on the bands will begin 
when tho gold for them is deposit¬ 
ed, after the President formally 
aceepts the syndicate’s offer, wlieth-* 
or the, bonds are ready for delivery 
or nor. 

The above from the Advertiser 
shows conclusively that the Advo¬ 
cate was right when it boldly pro¬ 
claimed when Cleveland was elect¬ 
ed that he would do all in his pow¬ 
er to aid the money power, and en¬ 
slave the people.

Washington. Feb. 13.—Mr. Wil¬ 
son tho chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, this afternoon 
reported to the House the joint res¬ 
olution agreed upon in committee 
this afternoon authorizing the is¬ 
suance of a thirty-year 3 per cent 
interest bearing gold bond. The 
report, accompanying the resolu¬ 
tion includes a copy of the Presi¬ 
dent’s recent message to Congress 
bearing upon the subject, and also 
a copy of the contract made by the 
Treasury Department with the Eu¬ 
ropean syndicate for the purchase 
of the new bonds. Continuing, the 
report says: 

“The committee has had the 
benefit of a conference with the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who ex¬ 
hibited to them the original con¬ 
tract entered into by himself on the 
8 th day of February and explained 
its details to them. A full and 
complete copy of said con; .•act is 
hereto added From a reading of 
this papor it will be seen that the 
arrangement of the Secretary with 
tho parties to the contract effects 
the purchase of 3,500,000 ounces 
of standard gold coin which shall 
be obtained in and shipped from 
Europe. For this gold coin lie has 
contracted to issue to the parties 
furnishing it, under authority of 
tho act for the resumption of specie 
payments approved January 4th, 
1875, 4 per cent, thirty-year coin 
bonds of the United States at a 
price which realizes them interest 
at the rate of 3 3-4 per cent. But 
the Secretaiy of the Treasuay has 
reserved the right, if authority is 
given him by Congress to substi¬ 
tute at par, any bonds of the Unit¬ 
ed States bearing 3 per cent, inter¬ 
est, of which the principal and in¬ 
terest shall be specifically payable 
in United States gold coin of the 
present weight and fineness, said 
substitution, however, to he made 
within ten days from the date of 
the contract. It is the object of 
tho joint resolution herewith pro¬ 
duced to give to the Secretary of 
the Treasury authority to substi¬ 
tute such bonds to the amount of

overnment, as sot forth in the 
President’s message, will be $539,- 
159 per year for every year the 3 
per cent bonds run, and of the 
amount of $16,174,770 should they 
run thirty years. As it is not be¬ 
lieved by that committee that the 
issue of bonds specifically payable 
in gold, will oppose any additional 
burden or liability upon the Gov¬ 
ernment than if the}'are made pay¬ 
able in coin, under its policy to 
preservo tlie parity of the coins in 
the two metals, the saving of this 
large amount becomes a matter of 
substantial moment and advantage 
to the Government, and as the par¬ 
ties to take the bonds are under 
contract to furnish gold for them 
it seems no hardship on the Gov¬ 
ernment to contract to pay them 
back in the sarno coin that they 
furnish to it.”

COSSACKS ON HORSEBACK. 

Only- a Few of Them Are Acrobatic 
Cavalrymen. 

The principal exercise in which tho 
Cossacks excel reminded me very much 
of what I was familiar with at West 
Point when the boys were free to in¬ 
dulge their taste for gymnastics on 
horseback. Our cadets—at least a largo 
proportion of every class—are quite as 
clever with their horses as the average 
Cossaok. I have seen them stan on 
the horse’s back and gallop in that 
position, vault in and out of the saddle 
while the horse is galloping, reach 
down and pick up objects from the 
ground, leap hurdles with the horse, 
alighting from the animal Just beforo 
the hurdle is touched, and vaulting 
Into the saddle as the horse clears 
the obstacle. I have also seen our West 
Pointers change horses while at full 
gallop, or one take the other behind 
him. Ail these exercises I have seen 
done, not merely with the saddle but 
without, aud not merely in the riding 
school but while riding out on the 
country roads. 

These are the exercises in which tho 
Cossack chiefly excels, and it may be 
added in parenthesis that the horse of 
the average Cossack resembles in many 
respects the degenerate beast which 
the government places at the disposi¬ 
tion of the United Stntes Military Aca¬ 
demy. The Cossack learns these 
tricks as a hoy, when he is allowed 
with his mates to ride the horse bare- 
back to water, and incidentally is en¬ 
couraged to indulge in every manner 
of sport on the way. lie is encouraged 
also to persevere in exercises of this 
kind, and to be prepared to make an 
exhibition of himself when as a sol¬ 
dier ho is garrisoned in towns, where 
such exercises smack of the circus 
rather than of the barrack yard. The 
Cossack is so often pictured in the act 
of doing daring things with his horse 
that it lias become common to think 
that all Cossacks are up to this work. 
As a matter of fact, it is only a small 
and select portion that keeps up those 
exercises, and these are embodied in a 
special section of the regiment, desig¬ 
nated “Dshigits.” The Russian regu¬ 
lations of war order the encouragement 
of these acrobatic cavalrymen, particu¬ 
larly when they indulge in any exer¬ 
cises which may be turned to practi¬ 
cal account in war, as, for iustance, 
leaping over an obstacle and firing 
at the same time, or compelling the 
horse to stop suddenly and fall to the 
ground, so that its body may be a 
breastwork behind which the trooper 
may shelter himself. — -Harper’s Maga¬ 
zine-

AWFUL PERILS OE THE SEA. 

A Slilp Assailed by Fire and Storm 
Makes Fort at Last. 

The British steamer City of Wake¬ 
field, Capt. Brahn, from Galveston, 
January 20, via Newport News, Jan¬ 
uary 29, for Hamburg, with a eax-go of 
cotton oil cakes and linseed meal in 
bags, put in at Halifax, N. S., Saturday 
morning with firo in the hold and 
damaged about the decks. 

The fire was discovered Monday 
morning. The decks became red hot. 
Jets of steam were introduced through 
the hatch cover and through, the stoke 
hold. The ship was headed for Hali¬ 
fax. The fire gained headway that 
day, hut it was gotten under control 
the next day, when the wind, which 
had been blowing hard fi-om the south, 
worked around to tho northwest and 
developed a furious hurricane. Moun¬ 
tainous seas swept fore and aft for 48 
hours. A deck load of 650 cedar logs 
broke adrift and did much damage. 
Seas flooded the cabin and forecastle 
aud the engineei-s’ berth. The water 
went down into the hold. Meanwhile 
the fire spread forward among the 
cotton. 

The northwest hurricane continued 
up to Wednesday night. Thirty tons 
of coal on the deck was washed off. 

Communication fore and aft was 
vex-y dangerous. A seaman named 
Colt i-efused duty and incited othei-s to 
mutiny. He was placed in irons. The 
carpenter and boatswain were found 
nearly suffocated in their berths by 
gas penetrating the forecastle from 
tho bnrniug cotton. Tho City of Wake¬ 
field is docked, hut will shortly haxil 
into the stream. She has not yet been 
opened, and steam jets are still play¬ 
ing into her hold. 

Prominent Citizen Killed. 

On Tuesday evening about 3 o’clock, 
in the Russell House, Chattanooga, 
Tenn., R. F. Ci-aig, county trustee of 
Hamilton county, and A. M. Womble, 
had a disagreement about the lattei-’s 
salax-y account, as Craig’s depxtty A 
fight ensued in which Womble was 
shot. He died in about an hour, hav¬ 
ing made an ante-mortem statement. 

The scene in Craig’s room, which 
would explain the origin of tho trouble, 
is still a mystery, as Womble did not 
explain satisfactorily, but the former’s 
lawyer Tuesday night made a state¬ 
ment to the effect that Craig demanded 
stoutly of Womble a settlement for 
overdrawn salax-y. The latter strxick 
him and tlii-ew Craig, who is a slight 
man, and his antagonist a magnifi- 
ciently built man. While underneath 
Craig drew his x-evolver and fired, and 
Womble struck him with tlio rocker of 
a chaii-. There wes a terrific struggle 
and a panic ci-eated among the gxiests. 

At the eox-onei - ’s inquest it was testi¬ 
fied that Craig acted like a mad man, 
and after Womble, woxxnded and plead¬ 
ing, had fallen down staii-s, bent over 
him and shot twice, one ball taking 
effect, the other barely missing Dr. El. 
E. Kerr, who sought to catch him.

HIE PUBLIC BUSTED. 


NEITHER A THEORY NOR A CON¬ 
DITION, BUT A PREDICAMENT. 


President Cleveland Makes an Urgent 
Appeal to Congress for Immediate 
Issue of More Bonds to Sustain the 
Golden Calf. 


Apparently the gold bugs and bond- 
holders are getting impatient. Hence 
they had their President write con¬ 
gress a special message. 

Even the regular appropriations are 
to he neglected until the hankers get 
their special demands. 

He wants the friends of plutocracy 
in both old parties to rally and make 
a non-partisan fight for more bonds 
and a gold standard. 

He wants bonds issued payable prin¬ 
cipal and interest in gold—since Wail 
street has officially informed him that 
the present form of bonds do not mako 
a good investment. 

He thinks the gold reserve absolutely 
essential to maintain our “high na¬ 
tional character.” 

He says that not only are present 
conditions irritating to capitalists but 
that “those of our people who seek em¬ 
ployment as a means of livelihood” are 
getting restless. 

Changed conditions have turned the 
eyes of foreign investors upon the gold 
of the government, and to maintain our 
credit with them, the gold must not 
be allowed to become low in the treas¬ 
ury bank. 

The idea of issuing bonds payable 
in gold is a dandy. There is not 
enough gold in the world to pay the 
interest on obligations — hence to make 
the principal payable in gold would 
simply give the capitalists a corner on 
the earth — and that is just what Gror 
ver wants them to have. 

He wants bonds issued payable in 
fifty years, believing that the present 
generation has all it can bear — and of 
course measures must be taken at once 
in order to enslave the next gener¬ 
ation of people before they are born— 
lest they might not be born with a 
disposition to submit to such an out¬ 
rage. 

He wants the duties on imports made 
payable in gold — which would, of 
course make gold sell at a premium 
and would be highly beneficial to 
bankers who have the gold to sell, and 
the means to draw more out of the 
treasury in case they run short. 

He wants a “sound financial condi¬ 
tion.” 

He admits that the issue of bonds 
so far has proven a failure — but in the 
same breath goes on to recommend the 
issue of five hundred millions more 
payable in gold. 

He says speculators have reaped a 
harvest—and of course he wants them 
to reap some more. 

Grover is the most abject unblushing 
tool of Shylock that ever disgraced the 
President’s chair in America. 

He is worse than John Sherman— 
and either one of them is worse than 
the devil. 

He says lack of confidence i? what is 
the matter — but ;how a five hundred 
million dollar increase of the public 
debt and destruction of the best money 
in the country can restore prosperity 
he does not attempt to explain. 

The bankers are the only people he 
considers or asks consideration for. 
The main question he says is the retire¬ 
ment of government paper, and the 
substitution of bank paper based on a 
government debt and a bank debt. 

Two debts behind every dollar of 
bank paper would of course make it 
"sound.” 

He admits that the country is in a 
predicament, and recommends that it 
be destroyed altogether. 

His evolution, from public office be¬ 
ing a public trust, to the (onfession 
that he is in a predicament and wants 
to turn the whole thing over to the 
devil, is a remarkable exhibition of 
5,rand and lofty statesmanship having 
i fit in a mud puddle. 

He compliments the people very 
highly on their industry and ability 
to create' greatness and wealth to rule 
over them. 

His bosom friend, Sherman, also sug¬ 
gests that the laborers of the country 
should be asked to come forward with 
the money in their stockings and re¬ 
plenish the reserve for the benefit of 
the bankers and speculators. 

Grover suggests that while he is not 
unfriendly to silver, that he and the 
bankers don’t want it made into money. 

He has no objection to the great 
Creator having made silver, but thinks 
it confusing when considered in con¬ 
nection with gold, which is the money 
of God and the speculators. 


GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP. 


Kail ways Should Be Owned and Con¬ 
trolled by the Government. 

In a recent letter from England, 
published in the Inter-Ocean, Hon. Ro¬ 
bert P. Porter, ex-superintendent of the 
census, writes very interestingly on 
the growth of the opinion in favor of 
government ownership of railroads in 
that country and from it draws some 
conclusions that apply to the United 
States with peculiar force and aptness. 
Mr. Porter cannot be accused of popul¬ 
istic notions and his views are shared 
by eminent railroad men, statesmen 
and political economists all over the 
world. 

He argues that the railroads should 
be owned and controlled by the gov¬ 
ernment and made free to travel the 
same as the public highways are. He 
shows that if every seat was filled and 
each train as heavy as the power sup¬ 
plied could draw to the best advan¬ 
tage, the cost of traveling could be 
largely reduced and fares made much 
lower than they now are. If the rail¬ 
ways were free there would be much 
more travel than there now is and the 
cost of carrying any passenger would 
t>e reduced to the minimum. As it now 


is the few who do travel pay the whole 
cost of the service, while if the cost 
of operating the railways was met by 
a tax equitably distributed, the rate of 
taxation for this special object would 
be so small that no one would notice it 
and it could be met easily and would be 
paid willingly. The freedom of travel 
under this arangement would so stim¬ 
ulate business that the aggregate gain 
to the nation would be much greater 
than the cost of the service. He shows 
that the economy that could be prac¬ 
ticed by a consolidation of all railroads 
into one has been recognized by as 
eminent a railroad man as C. P. Hunt¬ 
ington, who favors a consoldiation in 
this country. The railroad employes 
being under the action of the civil ser¬ 
vice law could not be used as a political 
machine and the incentive to strikes 
would be forever done away with. As 
coming from a man of large experience 
and great executive ability Mr. Porter’s 
words are deserving of careful atten¬ 
tion and respectful consideration. He 
cannot be accused of having any ulter¬ 
ior object in view and his conclusions 
make very interesting reading. From 
the article in review we quote: 

The writer believes that the follow¬ 
ing conclusions have been made clear: 

1. The plan of national consolida¬ 
tion is in accordance with law and the 
constitution of the United States. This 
has been shown by many decisions cf 
the supreme court of the United States. 
Many more could be added if neces- 
sary. 

2. It is entirely feasible and practical. 
We have seen that Mr. C. P. Hutington, 
one of the most able and experienced 
railroad men in the country, advocates 
the formation of one corporation to 
own and control all railways. 

3. It recognizes that consolidation in 
some form is certain and inevitable, 
and seeks to turn this irresistible ten¬ 
dency into right channels. It shows 
how consolidation may create a great 
public corporation, which shall be a 
minister of good to all the people in¬ 
stead of a vast monopoly oppressing 
all. 

4. It is just to all interests, preserv¬ 
ing and maintaining all real rights of 
private investors as well as those of the 
public, which are just as real, though 
not so well understood nor so readily 
conceded. 

5. It will remove all the dangerous 
conflicts and all the elements of irrita¬ 
tion and enmity between the railways 
and their employes and the public, 
which now constitutes a most proten- 
tous peril to our national security and 
good order. 

6. It will do away with the greatest 
source of waste and loss under our pre¬ 
sent system and reduce the cost of 
transportation to the lowest figure, 
thus satisfying the necessary and in¬ 
evitable demand for the reduction of 
rates. 

7. It will remove the unjust inequali¬ 
ties and the unrighteous discrimina¬ 
tions now prevailing. 

8. It will entirely and forever destroy 
all rate wars with their vast waste 

and disturbance of values and of busi¬ 
ness, and will make rates steady, uni¬ 
form and low. 

9. It will do away with all strikes 
and dangerous riots on the railroads, 
because it will remove their under¬ 
lying and exciting causes. 

10. It will bind the different sections 
of the nation together by the strong 
tie of common ownership and control 
of the united railway system. As the 
different localities of the country in¬ 
crease in power and wealth the forces 
tending to disrupt and break up the 
national organization will necessarily 
become more and more powerful. The 
problem will be to find some centripetal 
force to conteract this tendency with¬ 
out involving a perilous increase of the 
political power of the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

11. A great railway corporation, unit¬ 
ing all the railways of the land and 
owned and controlled by (he people, 
as proposed under the plan of national 
consolidation, would constitute a force 
for cohesion and union with almost in¬ 
conceivable power. 

12. It will furnish a safe foundation 
for all the great banking and financial 
institutions of the country in the stock 
of the consolidated company; will pro¬ 
tect investors in railway securities by 
making their investments as solid and 
permanent as government bonds now 
are, and will make a perpetual end to 
gambling in railroad securities, with 
its unrighteous practices and evil re¬ 
sults. 

13. It will take railways wholly out 
of politics and remove the corruption 
now so common and so dangerous. 

14. It will dignify all railroad duties 
and elevate every class of employes to 
a higher plane of manhood as free, un¬ 
fettered American citizens, for the 
great advancement of our social and 
economic condition. 


Cleveland’s Intentions Carried Out. 

The President’s message indicates a 
faithful effort of the administration to 
carry out the policy outlined in the 
panic circular issued to the banks in 
March, 1893: 

Dear Sir: The interests of the na¬ 
tional bankers require immediate fin¬ 
ancial legislation by congress. Silver, 
silver certificates and treasury notes 
should be retired, and national bank 
notes upon a gold basis made the only 
money. This will require the authoriz¬ 
ation of from $500,000,000 to $1,000,000,- 
000 of new bonds as a basis cf circula¬ 
tion. You will at once retire one-third 
of your circulation and call in one-half 
of your loans. Be careful to make a 
money stringency felt among your pa- ; 
trons, especially among influential bus¬ 
iness men. Advocate an extra session 
of congress for the repeal of the pur¬ 
chase clause of the Sherman law and 
act with other banks of your city in 
securing a large petition to congress 
for its unconditional repeal, per accom¬ 
panying form. Usf? personal influence 
with congressmenvhnd particularly let 
your wishes be known to your senators. 
The future life of'national banks as 
fixed and safe investments depends up¬ 
on immediate action as there is an in¬ 
creasing sentiment in favor of govern¬ 
ment legal tender notes and silver coin¬ 
age.

TO THE MERCHANTS. 


Do You Know Where You Are at 
and Why. 

Do you know that the dear dollar of 
plutocracy (goldbugs) means ruin for 
you and for commission men? 

Do you know the difference between 
static and variable expenses? 

One rarely varies, is stationary, 
whether the dollar is dear or cheap. 
The other varies' with the amount of 
money in circulation. Let us show 
you: 

A man raises 100 acres of wheat. 
The yield is 1,000 bushels, or $1,000 at 
$1 per bushel. He pays his static ex¬ 
penses (interest, taxes, insurance, pro¬ 
fessional services, etc.,) with $500 (40 
per cent), and you get $600. The job¬ 
ber and manufacturer get all their in¬ 
come from that $600, as do also all vil¬ 
lage and city interests. 

Now, reduce the wheat to 40 cents 
per bushel. The 100 acres produces 
$400. Static expenses still takes its 
$400. What does the jobber, the manu¬ 
factory, the merchant get? 

What matters it that $20 articles now 
cost but $14? 

If twenty million laborers get an 
average of $1 per day instead of two, 
where does the profit of the merchant 
and landlord come in? Whose battle are 
you fighting? 

Less wheat is produced than in the 
twelve years past. More is exported. 
World’s crop decreases. Eighteen mil¬ 
lion more home market mouths. Price 
one-third. And you have lost twenty 
millions under this kind of “protec¬ 
tion!” (Cotton, corn and beef the 
same.)—Great West. 


A Wild Eyed Anarchist. 

“I have never oposed money of 
banks; not of those discounting for 
cash, but of those foisting their own 
paper in circulation and thus banishing 
our cash. My zeal against these insti¬ 
tutions was so wa^’m and open at the 
establishment of the United States that 
I was derided as a maniac by tribe of 
bank mongers who are seeking to 
filch from the public, thus swindling 
on barren grains. But the errors of 
that day cannot be recalled. The evils 
they have engendered are now upon us, 
and how are we to get out of them?

NOT A SURRENDER. 


W. S. MORGAN ON ST. LOUIS 
CONFERENCE. 


Its Action Was in Line with the 
Omaha Platform and Not a Surrondcr 
to the Socialists — A Plain State¬ 
ment. J 


In the two years of our control of 
the Ready Print Service of the Na¬ 
tional Reform Press association we 
have never yet used it to gratify our 
personal feelings, or to advance the 
personal interests of our friends. 
Neither have we used it to criticise 
members of our own party when we 
thought they were temporarily “wab¬ 
bling on the spindle.” But there are 
critical periods occasionally when 
silence on the attitude of those within 
our own ranks would be an omission 
of duty. Believing this to be true, and 
believing that such a period is now at 
hand, we feel it our duty to make use 
of the 800 papers that use our ready 
prints to utter a warning of danger. 

We make no charges of corruption 
against any member of the national 
committee, or any one else, but we do 
say that the action pursued by some is 
not consistent with the principles laid 
down in the Omaha platform, or with 
the feeling of the great mass of voters 
who compose the party. It is charged, 
and there seems to be a studied effort 
to create the impression that the ac¬ 
tion of the St. Louis conference was 
“a wicked and foolish surrender to 
the Chicago socialists.” 

Nothing is farther froin the truth. 
The charge is as unjust as it is with¬ 
out foundation. 

The Chicago socialists were repre¬ 
sented at that meeting. 

They were given a courteous hear¬ 
ing. 

I heard Mr. Henry D. Lloyd make 
his speech before the national com¬ 
mittee. It was courteous, calm and 
conservative. He only asked that the 
Populists stand by the Omaha plat¬ 
form. He asked for no additions to the 
platform. 

If there were any trimmers there 
they were of the national committee. 

But it was impossible for that com¬ 
mittee, as a whole, to make a mistake. 
Among its members were old wheel 
horses that were fresh from the peo¬ 
ple, and who had grown gray in the 
cause. Years of defeat had not only 
grounded them in the cause, but had 
rendered them discreet. There werb 
young men, who, though not so dis¬ 
creet, were no less loyal to the last 
platform which the people had an Op¬ 
portunity to make. They were ready 
to sail that ship until the people com¬ 
missioned them with another. 

The address speaks for itself. It is 
in no sense a surrender to the Chi¬ 
cago socialists — so far as the People’s 
party is concerned. 

If there were men there who sought 
to trim the platform, or to recede from 
any part of it, and they were pre¬ 
vented from so doing by the Chicago 
socialists, then, so far as they were 
concerned, it might have been a sur¬ 
render. If so it is one for which the 
party proper owes a vote of thanks to 
the Chicago socialists. 

One great trouble is, many of our 
Washington friends breathe the polit¬ 
ical atmosphere, of that rotten city 
so much, and drift so far away from 
the people, that their judgment be¬ 
comes warped. And we do not mean 
by this to charge corruption to any 
man. In Washington it is a constant 
fight for spoils. With us plebians it 
is a fight for bread and for principle. 
We are going to venture the sugges¬ 
tion that the politics of the country 
would be greatly improved, if our 
leaders and statesmen would take 
frepuent and prolonged country 
baths — that is, mix more with the 
common herd. 

Now as to making free silver the 
sole issue. Nine out of ten of the Peo¬ 
ple's party do not favor it. To force 
it upon the party with this sentiment 
against it, would have been ruinous. 

And what were we to gain by it? 
A few adherents of silver that have 
not yet been able to muster the cour¬ 
age to leave a gold bug party. 

The silver men say they are going 
our way—that is a part of the dis¬ 
tance. We invite them into our wagon 
to ride. 

But they object unless we take off 
the wagon bed and all ride together 
on the running gears, as far as they 
go, and then leave us to go back after 
the wagon bed. 

But we are told they will organize 
a new party. 

They have already been telling us 
that but two parties could exist. But 
what if they do organize a new party? 
From whence will they draw their re¬ 
cruits? From the two old parties and 
the political trimmers from the Peo¬ 
ple’s party. We can well afford to con¬ 
tribute our share of the recruits. 

The People’s party occupies the 
same position now that the republi¬ 
can party did in 1858 and I860. Let it 
stand solid as the republican party 
did then, and let the other parties 
split as they did then, and as they 
threaten to do now, and the People's 
party will win in 1896. 

At least we can gain nothing by 
temporizing. The logic of events will 
pitch the gauge of battle. If it is prin¬ 
cipally on the currency question, as we 
think it will be, no power can prevent 
it; but we are opposed to running up ai 
white flag over the other planks of the 
Omaha platform, unless the people, 
through their regularly elected dele¬ 
gates, say so by giving us another 
platform in 1896. 

The Omaha platform is our fort— 
armament and all. The currency ques¬ 
tion is one wing of the fortifications, 
and the silver question is one redoubt 
of that wing. If the enemy attacks this 
redoubt, or if we can concentrate his 
forces there, so that we can enfilade 


him from the other points, all well 
and good. But to abandon any part of 
the fort, at this time, can not help but 
weaken the whole. 

We have arrived at a critical period, 
not only in the history of the party, 
but in the history of the nation. 

Millions of men are disgusted with 
the corruption and leadership of the 
old parties. They are filled with doubt 
and despair. 

If there ever was a time that re¬ 
quired brave and honest leadership 
that time is now. 

The people want no temporizing— 
no doubtful expedients or cowardly 
shirking of responsibilities. A tem¬ 
porary victory, acquired by a compro¬ 
mise — an unholy alliance with men 
who would desert us the moment vic¬ 
tory was gained and the spoils divid¬ 
ed, would be more ruinous to us than 
defeat. 

We believe the currency question is 
paramount. We believe in pressing 
the fight along these lines with all the 
vigor we can command, but let us 
take no step backward, or make any 
alliance that will place us in the awk¬ 
ward position of defending both our 
principles and our conduct.

Late News Items of General Interest 
to Alabamians. 


RAILWAY EARNINGS. 


More Than Enough to Pay the Ex¬ 
penses of Government. 

Ottawa, Kansas, Journal. The inter¬ 
state commerce commission report for 
the year ending June 30, 1893, shows 
that the railway earnings over oper¬ 
ating expenses for that year were $392,- 
830,575; an increase over the previous 
year of $2,421,22S. The income from 
corporate investments was $149,649,615; 
an increase over the previous year of 
$7,G88,S33; making a total income above 
operating expenses of $542,480,190. The 
deductions from this income by wliat 
is known as ‘.‘fixed charges”—which in¬ 
cludes interest, rentals, taxes, salaries, 
maintainance of organization of sub¬ 
sidiary lines, permanent improvements 
and “miscellaneous” amounted to 
$431,422,156; leaving a “net income,” 
from which dividends are to be paid, of 
$111,058,034. After paying dividends 
and “other payments from net income, 
there is left a balance of $8,116,745, 
known as “surplus from operations.” 
This is $5,999,311 less than the previous 
year. There has been a decrease in 
net income of $60 per mile of lino; in 
dividends, $22 per mile; and in surplus. 
$38 per mile. 

But 1892 was an exceptionally favor¬ 
able year, and showed a marvellous in¬ 
crease over 1891 of $142 per mile in 
net income. So that, comparing 1893 
with 1891, there is a very favorable 
showing. 

There is a lesson here for those in¬ 
terested in government ownership. 
Here, with all the present expensive 
management, is a net income of $111,- 
058,034. Providing, under government 
ownership the expense is the same, this 
net income would go into the United 
States treasury. Now this groat 
amount pays dividends, and is held as 
surplus. No dividends to be paid under 
government ownership; then it would 
all go into the treasury, to be used in 
defraying the expenses of the govern¬ 
ment. 

But among the fixed charges is one of 
“interest.” Tins amount of $258,166,- 
395 would also go into the treasury. 
These two items would add to the in¬ 
come of the nation $369,226,429. Thus, 
as mountain streams flow to the ocean, 
then in form of rains back again to 
bless the whole people, would this 
wealth, gathered through transporta¬ 
tion service, become a blessing to all. 
Now it goes into the hands of the few, 
every year concentrating still more the 
wealth of the nation, and through this 
congestion diseasing the body politic. 
Let it be remembered that all this in¬ 
come is with an expensive government 
ment. Under government management 
it can bo clearly shown that there can 
be a saving of $500,000,000 in operating 
expenses and fixed charges. This 
would make a total net income to the 
government, when it shall .own the 
railroads, of $869,226,429 at present 
tariffs. These are cold statistics, and 
the people are not much longer going 
to allow this drain upon production, 
making every year a more dangerous 
concentration of the money power. 

Gold Not In It. 

As a matter of demonstrable fact the 
supposed relation of the gold standard 
to the best of civilization has no exis¬ 
tence. Germany, for example, was up¬ 
on a single silver basis when the war 
with France was fought, and the civili¬ 
zation of the country, like its military 
power, was never higher. France is, 
and for centuries has been, one of the 
most highly civilized nations in the 
world. It has led mankind in the use¬ 
ful arts, and in the meantime it has 
proved itself to be possessed of resour¬ 
ces which have permitted it to recover 
from disaster more quickly than any 
other European nation has ever done. 
But France has always used silver 
more largely than gold, and at this mo¬ 
ment its stock of silver is^greater than 
any in existence outside of India. Our 
revolutionary war was fought with de¬ 
preciated paper notes, and the south¬ 
ern rebellion was suppressed with 
greenback money. Gold was clear out 
of reach in both cases.—Advance

Phil Dawson, a young drayman, shot 
and fatally wounded liis father, Alf 
Dawson, at Birmingham, Sunday 
night. The older Dawson was repri¬ 
manding his daughter and about to 
enforce the reprimand with a broom¬ 
stick when the younger Dawson, who 
had been protesting all along became 
so enraged at his father’s brutal inten¬ 
tion that he drew a pistol and shot 
twice, one shot taking effect in tho 
abdomen and another in the head. 
'The elder Dawson will die. The son 
fled. _ 

Confederate Veteran Missing. 

The relatives of Michael J. Niel are 
anxious to learn of his whereabotits. 
Any information concerning him wil, 
be thankfully received by his brotherl 
A. J. Niel, Selma, Alabama. Both are 
Confederate veterans. His relatives 
heard that Mr. Niel was in Memphis a 
few days ago. They have not heard 
from him personally in two years. Ho 
left homo without saying a word to 
any one of his intentions, and has not 
written since leaving. • 

Shooting In Henry. 

News reached Abbeville Monday 
morning that Calvin Wright and Will 
Lewis (both young white men) living 
in beat 15 of Henry county, had a diffi¬ 
culty last Saturday night. Lewis shot 
Wright, the Dali taking effect in the 
right shoulder ranged around tho 
breast bone and lodged just under the 
skin in the left s houlde r. 

Accidental Shooting. 

A little daughter of William Lecroy, 
who lives in Cross Roads beat, Pike 
eouuty, was carelessly handling a gun 
while Mrs. Lecroy, was., milking, and 
the gun was prematurely discharged. 
Part of the load took effectfin the side 
and face of her little brother. The 
wounds are painful, but not dangerous. 

Hr. Card’s Murderer Escapes. 

A. C. Hill, the self-confessed mur< 
derer of Dr. J. II. Card at Roanoke last 
December, and a white boy who occu¬ 
pied tho same cell, escaped from tha 
county jail at Opelika, Thursday night. 
Hill was carried there from Randolph 
county and lodged in jail for safe¬ 
keeping, and to prevent mob violence, 
which was threatened at the time of the 
murder. In making their escaped, the 
prisoners passed through two steel 
doors and a massive brick wall. The 
lock of tho cell door was picked with 
a bent wire and the second door was 
forced opeh by springing the iron bars.

SURRENDER OF WEI-HAI-WEI. 

Sulcldo of Two Chinese Naval Com¬ 
manders and a. General. 

The Central News correspondent in 
VVei-Hai-Wei says, in a dispatch which 
was delayed in transmission : 

“Admiral Ito accepted Admiral 
Ting’s proposal for the surrender oi 
the Chinese fleet. lie requested the 
officer who conducted the negotiation 
for Admiral Ting to open the military 
port at Woi-Ilai-Wei and return to 
arrange the details for tho capitulation. 
The officer came back early in the day 
and informed Admiral Ito that Admi¬ 
ral Ting, Commodore Liu and General 
Chang bad committed suicide. Admi- 
John MacClure was the officer upon 
whom had devolved the duty of nego¬ 
tiating for the surrender. Admiral 
Ito then sent a letter to MacClure as 
to the arrangements for the capitula¬ 
tion. The surrender includes the war¬ 
ships and the remaining forts and 
armaments. All foreigners of tho 
military and naval force were, by the 
terms of capitulation, to be released.” 

‘ ‘The Japanese occupied Liu Kung 
Tao.

It is 
expected that the Japanese will not 
touch Cbee-Foo, but will re-embark to 
attack Shan-Hai-Kwan. Liu Hun 
Chang will proceed to Japan via Port 
Arthur. Howie was retained by the 
Japanese for trial. Tho Chen-Yuen 
and six gunboats were taken possession 
of by the Japanese. The Ting-Yuen 
will probably be floated.” 


TIio Brooklyn Strike. 

For the first time since the strike be 
gan in Brooklyn policemen were not 
riding on some of the Brooklyn Heights 
system Sunday. On Saturday night at 
the meeting of District Assembly No. 
76, and delegates from the seventy-five 
local assemblies, a vote was taken in 
favor of calling the strike off on the 
Brooklyn Heights system and the 
Brooklyn, Queen County and Suburban 
railroad. The vote was carried by a 
large majority. The men of the At¬ 
lantic avenue line, however, voted in 
favor of continuing the strike.

GOODWIN VS COBB. 


Senator A. T. Goodwyn isTis done 
•tho reform movement a great ser¬ 
vice, in his contest against Judge 
Je.rnes E. Cobb for a seat in the 
54th congress, from the 5th con¬ 
gressional district of this state. 
.His object was not only to obtain 
:a seat in congress, but to expose 
and hold up to public gaze the 
fraudulent practices of the organ¬ 
ized democracy of Alabama. He 
was chairman of the executive 
committee of the Jeffersonian de¬ 
mocracy during the campaign of

Section 1, Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of Alabama, 
That no corporation or association 
now or hereafter existing, under 
the laws of any foreign country, 
iiy of its agents, proxies, di¬ 
rect ras or • representatives shall 
hereafter vote upon the ' capital 
stock of any railroad corporation 
of this state, .nor hold offices there¬ 
in, except in subordination to the 
provisions of this act. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, 
That at any and all meetings of 
the stockholders of any railroad 
corporation of this state, of whose 
capital stock a majority is or shall 
be held or owned, directly or indi¬ 
rectly, by anj' one or more corpora¬ 
tions or associations of any for¬ 
eign country, every holder of the 
stock or shares of such corporation 
or association of any foreign coun¬ 
try shall be entitled to appear and 
participate, either in person or by 
.proxy ; and, upon producing for 
inspection by the officers conduct¬ 
ing such meeting a certificate of 
stock or shares in such foreign 
corporation or association, he shall, 
to the extent of tho shares evidenc¬ 
ed by such certificates, bo entitled 
to vote upon any and all questions, 
including the removal or election 
of directors, submitted for action 
at such meetings, and every vote 
so offered shall be received and 
counted accordingly, so that out of 
the total vote, which otherwise 
might be cast at such meeting by 
or in behalf of such foreign corpo- 
aation or association, every such 
stockholder shall be entitled, with 
Iiko effect as if upon a lawful 
proxy from such foreign corpora¬ 
tion or association, to cast such 
vote as shall ratably be equal to 
his holding (so evidenced) of the 
amount of capital stock shown by 
affidavits to be entitled to vote at 
such meetings of shareholder's of 
such foreign corporation or asso¬ 
ciation.

5. 

H. 1140—To confer chancery juris¬ 
diction on the circuit courts of Morgan 
and Madison counties, and the circuit 
court of Jefferson county, holden at 
Bessemer in said county. Passed. 

H. 973—To authorize riparian pro¬ 
prietors who have erected piles, etc., 
to collect compensation for the use 
thereof by distress. Passed. 

H. 349'—To amend act to amend sub¬ 
division 31, section 629 of the code. 
(For peddlers’ license.) Passed. 

1L 126—To require deeds of assign¬ 
ment for the benefit of creditors to be 
filed and recorded in the probate office.

Twenty-three local bills passed—Ad¬ 
journed until Monday.

Interesting Figures Showing Result* 
of the Brooklyn Strike. 

The Brooklyn, N. Y., trolley strike 
which has lasted thirty-four days has 
cost an enormous amount of money.' 
Three million dollars is considered by 
those directly involved, a moderate 
estimate. When the strike started il 
was stated that District Assembly No. 
75 had from §60,000 to §80,000 in its 
treasury. About §05,000 was subscribed 
by sympathizers. All this has been 
spent and the §350,000 wages the men 
would have earned has been lost. 

The Brooklyn Heights railroad com¬ 
pany was the heaviest loser among the 
roads. It is estimated to have lost 
directly §600,000. The other systems 
have lost close to §300,000. The cost 
to the city and state for tho troops'is 
expected to exceed §250,000. The damage 
done by ears manned by inexperienced 
motormen is placed at §100,000 more, 
and the loss in earning capacity by tho 
military during their stay in Brooklyn 
is conservatively estimated at $350,000. 
Special officers and deputies cost King’s 
•and Queen’s counties §60,000 and the 
loss to the business men of Brooklyn 
is considered light when placed at 
§700,000. There were many other 
losses to swell the amount in addition 
to tlie igconvenience and the suffering 

caused by the big st rike ._ 

THE STATE NORMAL COLLEGE 

Celebrates tlio Centennial Birth Day 
of Her Benefactor. 

The centennial anniversary of the 
birth of George Peabody was celebrated 
at the State Normal college at Florence, 
Ala,, Monday in an appropriate .man¬ 
ner. Rev. J. H. Lacy delivered an 
address on the life of Peabody and tho 
work being done in the south with the 
Peabody educational fund, which was 
a most scholarly effort and eloquently 
delivered. The religious portion of 
the exercises was conducted by Rev. 
W. F. Andrews. Sacred and patriotic 
songs by pupils of the college and a 
short address by President Powers 
completed the programme. 

The State Normal college is a bene¬ 
ficiary of the Peabody educational 
fund, and the memory of the great 
philanthropist, whose munificence has 
done so much for education in the 
south, is held in the greatest reverence 
by the pupils of the normal college, 
who have been taught to regard him 
as one of the greatest benefactors of 
the century. 

Out of Uncle Sam’s Clutches. 

In the case of Charley Johnson, a 
janitor in the court house at South 
McAlester, Indian Territory, who stole 
money from letters he had brought 
from the nostoffice, the commissioner 
decided that the crime was embezzle¬ 
ment and not within the jurisdiction 
of the Federal Court, Johnson, who 
was brought to Fort Smith, Ark., for 
trial, will be returned to South McAl¬ 
ester for trial. 


SENATE. 

Fifty-Seventh Day. --Senator Hill’s 
resolution reaffirming the policy of 
bi-metalism, but pledging the payment 
of all obligations," in the event of fail¬ 
ure to maintain parity between silver 
and gold, in the coin of the highest 
value, came up for debate, with the 
substitute offered by Ml-. Sherman, 
and occupied tho senate during the 
morning hour. Both resolutions went 
to tho calendar.—The agricultural bill 
was then taken up and its considera¬ 
tion consumed the the time until 4:25, 
when tho senate adjourned. 

Fifty-Eighth Day. —The resolution 
by Mr. Stewart, declaring that lucre 
is no authority in law for the purchase 
of gold coin in preference to other 
coin, gave rise to further financial de¬ 
bate, but went over without action.— 
The agricultural bill waS taken up and 
passed. It appropriates §3,292,550.— 
The free coinage bill reported from 
the finance committoe was laid before 
the senate, and every effort to put it 
aside was voted down, and the sen¬ 
ate adjourned with the understanding 
that a vote is to be taken tomor row. 

Fifth-Ninth Day. — Tho expected 
vote on the silver bill did not take 
place today, the opposition fillibusting 
to prevent it, and the bill went over. 

—A bill was passed appropriating 
§40,000 to aid in the erection of a mon¬ 
ument to the heroes of the revolution¬ 
ary war.—Mr. Wilson, the new senator 
from Washington was sworn In.—The 
hour of meeting was fixed at 11 o’clock. 

—Tho following resolutions were 
offered by Mr. Wolcott: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
senate that the welfare and prosperity 
of tho United States require tho enact¬ 
ing of a law for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Resolved, That in view of tho fact 
that this congress will expire by law 
on tho 4th of March, and that there 
are important appropriation bills re¬ 
quiring the attention of the senate, it 
is tho sense of the senate that consid¬ 
eration of such law be not entered 
upon at this session of congress. 

The resolutions went over and the 
senate adjourned. 

sixtieth day. — rue resolution 
last night by Mr. Wolcott was laid be 
fore the senate and Mr. Jones having 
announced that the friends of the silvei 
bill would not proceed further with it 
this session, tho resolution was laid 
aside without formal action, and the 
silver bill went to tho calendar. — The 
Indian appropriation bill was taken 
up, and the debate on silver was con¬ 
tinued under it. It had not been dis¬ 
posed of when the senate went into 
executive session, at tlie close of which 
the senate adjourned. 

Sixty-Fikst Day.— Tiie Indian ap¬ 
propriation bill held the attention of 
the senate today for five and a half 
hours. One item of §885 for beef cattle 
furnished some Indians occupied about 
two hours; then followed a long debate 
on an amendment by the committee 
striking out the items of $2,400 for the 
Indian school at Hampton, Va., and 
§33,400 for the Lincoln Institute at 
Philadelphia. The amendment was 
ejected by 21 to 33.—The credentials 
of two populist senators, Tillman of 
SouthCarolina, and Butler of North Car 
olina, were filed. A night session was 
held for tho consideration of District 
of Columbia matters, but no quorum 
appeared and the senate adjourned. 

Sixty-Second Day.—T he senate res¬ 
olutions expressing tho gratification 
of congress at the high honors pail) 
the late Minister Gray by tho Mexican 
government were laid before tho house 
and agreed to. — Consideration of the 
general deficiency bill was resumed in 
committee of tbo whole and con¬ 
tinued until 5 p. Tn . when a recess uti- 
til'S was taken. — Before taking the 
recess a senate resolution postponing, 
at the request of Great Britain, 
the enforcement of tho international 
regulations of August 1SUJ to prevent 
collisions at sea, was agreed to. lho 
night session was devoted to private 
pension bills. 

THE HOUSE. 

Fifty-Seventh Day. —General debate 
on the naval appropriation bill was 
closed today. 

Mr. Washington, democrat, of Ten¬ 
nessee was the only opponent of the 
increase of the navy proposed in the 
bill, and this fact caused Mr. Adams, 
redublicaii, of Pennsylvania, to express 
surprises that one of that name should 
be heard, uttering such sentiments. 

A bill was passed directing the sec¬ 
retary of the interior to sell isolated 
and fractional tracts of public lands of 
less than a quarter section, at mini¬ 
mum price of §1.25 an acre. 

The general deficiency bill for the 
year ending Juno 30th, 1895 was re¬ 

ported and placed on the calendar. 

The postoffice appropriation bill for 
the year ending June 30th, 1896, was 
placed in conference. 

The hour for the special order hav¬ 
ing arrived, the house listened to eulo¬ 
gies upon the life and services of the 
late Senator Colquitt of Georgia. 

At the conclusion of these, and as a 
further mark of respect, the house, at 
3:05 adjoiu-ned until Monday noon. 

Fifty-Eighth Day’. — Bills were 
passed fixing the minimum rate of pen¬ 
sions of veterans of the Mexican war 
and Indian wars from 1832 to 1842, at 
§12 per month, amending the o laws 
relating to the regulation! of steam 
vessels and granting the Mount Ver¬ 
non military reservation in Alabama 
to that state for educational purposes. 
—The resignation of Mr. Wilson, sen¬ 
ator elect of Washington, was received. 
The naval appropriation bill was con¬ 
sidered, but had not been completed 
when the house, at 5:15, adjourned. 

Fifty-Ninth Day.— Part of the day 
was spent in consideration of the naval 
appropriations bill..—The joint resolu¬ 
tion directing the secretary of the 
treasury to suspend the shipment in 
bond through the Uuited States of 
goods destined for the free zone of 
Mexico, was passed. Also the bill 
authorizing the president to appoint 
General D. C. Buell a colonel on tho 
retired list of the army.—The report 
of the conferees on the joint resolution 
extending the time within which re¬ 
turns for income tax may be made 
from March 1 to April 15 was agreed 
to, and the house at 5 o’clock ad¬ 
journed. 


Sixtieth Day. —The house passed 
the naval appropriation bill. It pro¬ 
vides for the construction of three now 
battle ships and nine torpedo boats. 

The report of the conference on the 
senate amendment to the consular and 
diplomatic appropriation bill author¬ 
izing the laying of a telegraphic cable 
between the Pacific coast and Hawaii 
by the government was discussed hijt 
no conclusion was reached.—A resolu¬ 
tion dhreeting tho secretary of the 
treasury to inform the house how 
many old soldiers have been dismissed 
from tluat department since March 3rd 
1893, a.ud the reasons for their re¬ 
moval. was passed.—Adjourned. 

Sixty?-First Day. —After a debate of 
one hour and a half the house refused to 
concur in the senate amendment to the 
diplomatic and consular appropriation 
bill providing for laying a telegraphic 
cable to Hawaii, by a vote of 152 to 
114. A new conference was ordered. 
—The deficiency bill was then taken 
np and sixteen pages of it disposed of. 
—Public business Was then suspended 
to hear eulogies on the late Sonator 
Stockbridge of Michigan, at the con¬ 
clusion of which the senate resolutions 
in honor of the deceased were adopted 
and the house as a further mark of 
respect adjourned. 

Sixty-Second Day. —After the trans¬ 
action of routine business considera¬ 
tion of the Indian appropriation bill 
was resumed and occupied the senate 
until tho time for holding the usual 
brief executive session, and the senate 
at 5:35, adjourned. 

The senate today confirmed the nom¬ 
ination of Erskine M. Ross of Califor¬ 
nia to be United States circuit judge 
for the Ninth Judicial circuit and 
Gideon G. Bantz, associate justice of 
the supreme court of New Mexico.

CENTENNIAL ANNIVERSARY 


the 


Of the Birtli -of George Peabody, 
Philanthr opist, Celebrated. 

In all the leading cities of the South, 
as well as in his: native place in Massa¬ 
chusetts, which bears his name. Mon¬ 
day was celebrated as the centennial 
anniversary of the birth of George 
Peabody. The following imperfect 
list of the benefactions which keep 
green, in the hearts of so many people, 
the memory of the great philanthrop¬ 
ist, is specially interesting at this 
time. 

His benefactions aggregate $12,000,- 
000. Among his princely gifts were 
over §3,000,000 to the Southern educa¬ 
tional fund ; $2,300,000 for establishing 
homes for the deserving poor in Lon¬ 
don; §100,000 to the Peabody Institute 
in bis native town, and to tlie Peabody 
Institute in Baltimore be gave in all 
$1,000,000. The town of Danvers was 
enriched before liis death by gifts 
amounting to more than §300,000, and. 
his unparalleled generosity was mani¬ 
fested in the establishment of libraries, 
in Thethford, Vt., and Georgetown, 
his mother’s birthplace. He provided, 
the means for fitting out the Advance, 
Dr. Kane’s ship, for tlie Arctic voyage 
in search of Sir John Franklin.

Tlie Revenues Sufficient. 

In reply to a resolution adopted by 
the senate as to whether it is necessary 
or desirable that legislation should 
be had authorizing the issuing 
of bonds, treasury notes or other- 
s.ecureties to realize moneys for the 
purpose of paying current deficien¬ 
cies in the revenue, Secretary Carlisle, 
has sent to the senate a stntem l nfc 
showing the available cash balance in 
the treasury yesterday, to be—exclu¬ 
sively of the $55,101,704 gold reserve— 
$99,875,284. The secretary is of thei 
opinion that the treasury ought to bo. 
permanently invested with authority- 
to issue and sell short time bonds or 
other obligations of the government for 
the purpose of raising money to meet 
sueli deficiencies in the ordinary rev¬ 
enues as may occur from time to time, 
but he does not think there is auy 
liecessity at present for the exercise of 
such authority if it existed. It is not 
probable, he says, that such deficien¬ 
cies will occur during the remainde»of 
the current year as will exceed the 
available receipts on hand, and it is 
estimated the next fiscal year- the 
receipts will exceed the expenditures. 


No. 357. AN ACT. S. 459 

To amend section 5, to repeal section 35 and 

section 36, and to add section 49 to an act 

entitled an act to further regulate e'ections 

in tho State of Alabama, approved Febru¬ 
ary 21, 1893. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Alabama, That section 5 of an 
act entitled an act to further regulate elec¬ 
tions in the State of Alabama ho amended 
so as to read as follows: Section 5. B j it 
further enacted, That it shall not be lawful 
to register any elector in any precinct or 
ward in this sc i :e after the time herein pre¬ 
scribed for such registration, but tho regis¬ 
trars shall be present at the polling places 
in the precincts or wards for which they arc 
respectfully appointed on the day of any 
general or special election to register such 
persons as may have reached the ugi of 21 
years since the last registration; such other 
persons as may make oath that they becami 
bona fide residents of the precinct in which 
they propose to register not less than thirty 
days before tho day of election and since the 
last registration; but electors having the 
constitutional qualifications who may have 
resided in any incorporate city in this state 
having a population of more than 5,000 in¬ 
habitants, us determined by the last federal 
census, for thirty days immediately preced¬ 
ing any election and have within such thirty 
days removed their residence from one pre¬ 
cinct to another in the same city shall, after 
a residence therein of one day, be entitled to 
vote in the precinct in which they reside at 
the time of election, but each of such electors 
herein last provided for must first deposit.' 
with the inspectors of election in said pre¬ 
cinct the certificate of the judge of probate 
that said elector is duly registered ill the 
precinct from which he has removed, and no 
other person than those provided for in this 
section shall be permitted to regisler oil the 
day of any election. The present registrar 
•shall furnish to each elector woo may register 
on the day of election a certificate of regis¬ 
tration, which shall be substantially in this

registrar, hereby certify that - has j 

this day registered before me as an elector. 

-;-, Registrar, Preeiuct No,-, 

and if tlie preemet registrar fails lo attend 
or there is a vacancy in the office the county 
registrar shall appoint some competent per¬ 
son us precinct registrar for that day, and if 
no appointment is made by 10 o’clock of that 
d >y, then the inspectors of election, or any 
two of them, m ty appoint a precinct regis¬ 
trar, who may qualify and act as such for 
that day; provided nothing in this act shall 
be construed as repealing, altering or amend¬ 
ing the ordinances now or hereafter ordained 
by any municipal corporation chartered by 
the general assembly providing for the sep¬ 
arate registration of electors for municipal 
elections. 

Sec._2. Be it further enacted, That sec¬ 
tion 35 and section 36 of said act be and the 
same is hereby repealed. 

Be 3. Be it further enacted. That said 
act be amended by adding thereto«secliou 49, 
in words as follows: Sec. 49. Be it further 
enacted, That upon opening tho polls the 
inspectors must appoint two markers or 
assistants, one from each of the opposing 
political parties who may have candidates 
to be voted for at the election, and each of 
whom must be a discreet person, able to read 
and write, if practicable, and tho inspectors, 
or any two of them, shall, in like manner, 
from time to time, and as often as may be 
necessary to give every illiterate elector and 
every physically disibled elector an oppor¬ 
tunity to vote, appoint a marker, who must 
be selected as provided for the selection of 
the first two. Every marker, before enter¬ 
ing upon liis duties, must take an oath, 
wnich may be administered by auy parson 
su horized by law to administer oaths, or by 
any one of the inspectors, to perform the 
duties of marker at the election according 
to law. No inspector, clerk or marker shall 
be appointed nor shall act as such except in 
the beat of hit residence at the time of the 
election. Clerk! and markers must be ap¬ 
pointed from a list of persons, not less than 
six nor more Ilian ten in any beat, who may 
be suggested for the purpose by the duly 
constituted authorities respectively of the 
opposing political parties having candidates 
to be voted for at the election. Every illit¬ 
erate or physically disabled elec.or shall be 
permitted to have tho assistance ofa marker, 
who has been appointed by the inspectors, 
and who may be selected ijy him from tlie 
number of markets. Any inspector who 
may refuse to appoint markers from the 
opposing parties, so as io give every illiterate 
and physically disub ed elector the opportu¬ 
nity to select n marker of his own political 
partial, shall bo gu lty of a misdemeanor, 
and must, on conviction, be fined not less 
than 8100 nor more than 8500. It is the 
Sense of this section that the opposing polit¬ 
ical p ut.y sh ill each have the right to su 
gest a list of names, not less linn six nor 
more than leu persons, to nos as markers and 
clerk-. If no lists are furnished tho inspec¬ 
tors shah appoint clerks and markers from 
appos.ng political parties.
